As  this  volume  increased  in  size, 
by  the  addition  of  )uany  pedigrees,  sketches  of  arms,  etc.,  con- 
tributed ]jy  meml)ers  of  scvei-al  branches  of  ttie  family,  it  was 
fouud  that  the  book  had  become  possessed  of  a  certain  amount 
of  interest  to  i-ather  a  wide  circle  of  relations  and  friends,  rnauy  of 
Avliom  Inive  joiued  in  persuading  the  Autlior  to  extend  that  circle 
still  finnher,  by  p]'iriting  ihe  results  of  his  imestigations.  The 
Author  has  lier-n  induced  to  accede  more  readily  to  this  i-ecommen-

whicli  it  lias  cost  him  to  brinn-  even  tliis  small  volume  too;etlior  ;  and 
pJtliough  it  may  be  deemed  uninteresting  to  the  general  public,  b}- 
tlie  member's  of  a  very  T^-idel^y-spread  faniily,  it  may,  perliapSj  be 
better  received  than  a  work  of  higher  merit.

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'T'^HERE  lias  liitlierto  been  great  misconception  respectiDg  tlie 
origin  of  the  surname  of  Chidicster,  aod  the  a.ncient  pedigiee 
of  tliat  family.  jSTeYer,  it  is  believed,  until  now,  lias  the  history-  of 
the  Chicliester  family,  prior  to  the  marriage  of  John  Chichester  virh 
tiio  heiress  of  the  Raleighs  iu  1335,  been  correctly  vrritteii.  At 
tiic  time  of  the  Herald's  'Yisitation,  in  the  reign  of  James  I.,  tiie 
in.stakeij  notion  seems  to  have  arisen, that  the  De\Oii?^b:eCh(chcsiers 
vrcre  descended  from  Thomas  de  Cirencester  of  South  Poole,  vrho 
was  kno^^Ti  to  have  been  Sherifi' of  Devon,  and  lUember  of  Purlia- 
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mcnt  iu  tlie  reign  of  Edward  II. ^  and  a  supposititious  descent  was 
supplied  by  the  genealogists  of  tlie  time,  connecting  Lira  -with 
Robert  de  Cirencester,  wlio  was  Bisliop  of  Exeter  in  1138,  and  witli 
the  famous  monkish  chronicler  Kichard  of  Cirencester,  who  died  at 
AA'estminster,  a.d.  1355.  So  thoroughly  had  the  error  obtainedi 
ground,  that  in  erecting  a  memorial  window  to  tlie  Bishop  in  Exeter 
Cathedral,  the  arms  assigned  to  him  were  those  novf  borne  by  the 
Chichcsters,  and  it  was  considered  to  bo  some  sort  of  confirmation 
of  the  belief  that  the  Bishop  belonged  to  the  family  of  Chiciiestcr, 
lliat  near  >vhere  he  was  interred  in  Exeter  Cathedral,  was  tlie 
monument  of  a  knight  of  the  time  of  Edward  I,,  vrho,  because  he 
bore  on  his  shiekl  the  arms  which  were  generally  known  as  those 
of  Chichester,  vras  believed  to  have  belonged  to  that  family.*

Dr.  Oliver  also,  in  his  "Lives  of  the  Bishops  of  Exeter,"  ascribes  to  Bisliop 
Cirencester  the  same  arms  as  are  no\7  borre  by  the  Chkliestcrs,  alihongh  in  another  v/ork 
ho  correctly  suggests  thai  the  effigy  of  the  knight  buried  near  liiiii  belong,?  to  ojig  of  the 
llaleighs. 
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This  effigj  is  now  known  to  represent  Sir  Walter  de  Ealeighj 
a  famous  warrior,  married  to  a  dangliter  of  llie  jjowcrfiil  Gilbert 
de  Umfraville,  b3^  liis  wife  Matikla,  Countess  of  Angus.  The  arms 
on  his  sh.ield  were  assumed  by  the  Chichesters  about  one  hundred 
years  after  the  time  of  his  death,  b}^  virtue  of  the  marriage  with  liis 
ereat  pTeat-o-randdaurditer.  Thomasiue  Ealeifdi. 

If  any  arms  at  all  were  to  be  depicted  in  cou.nection  with  the 
Bishop — the  appropriateness  of  which  there  is  erery  reason  to 
question,  as  the  existence  of  heraldry  at  this  early  date  (Icmjh 
King  Stephen)  is  extremely  dour>tfal — he  certaiul}'  ought  to  have 
neither  the  Chichester  nor  Ealeigli  arms,  brit  the  arms  of  Ciren- 
cester, to  wliich  family  he  doubtless  belonged. 

The  same  mistake  respecting  the  connection  between  the  Bishop 
of  Exeter  and  the  (vhichesters  of  Devonshire,  is  made  by  IzaclvC,  in 
his  ''History  of  Exeter;"  Fullei-,  in  his  "Worthies  of  England;" 
and  Prince,  in  his  "  Worthies  of  Devon."  A"7estcote,  who  com- 
piled a  History  of  Devon  in  the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  containing 
a  great  number  of  valuable  pedigrees,  has  also  fallen  into  the  same 
mistake,  probably  from  liis  having  obtained  ln"s  information  from 
the  Herald's  visitations,  altliongh.  he  enters  a  protest  against  the 
tlieoi'y  that  the  Ghichcslers  and  Civenccslers  are  one  and  the  same 
i'^mily,  in  the  following  words  :  — 

"  Some  will  have  this  name  of  Cirencester  and  Chichester  to 
'>■■  all  one,  but  I  cannot  ^deld  unto  tliem,  for  their  names  and 
armouries  so  far  diil'er."

A  little  reflection  vrill  sliow  how  easily  the  genealogist  of 
the  time  of  Elizahcth  or  James  1.,  by  whom  the  pedigTce  that 
follows  vras  coinpiledj  may  have  confused  the  two  names,  when 
observed  by  him  in  ancierit  writings  :  that  of  Chichester  being  spelt 
Cycesi/y  Cicestre,  and  Ciccater ;  whilst  Cirencester  ^vas  written 
C^/rcestcrj  Cirecesir\  and  Ci/rceslr\  Although  so  little  ditrerence 
appears  ta  the  eye  and  ear  in  these  two  names,  the  origin  of  each, 
family  is  widebr  dillerer:t.  That  of  Chichester  is  derived  from  one 
Engeler,  who,  at  the  time  of  the  Domesday  Survey,  held  the  manor 
of  Cvcestr'  or  Chicliester,  in  Sussex  ;  and  whose  descendants  in  the 
course  of  time,  as  surnames  became  prevalent,  were  known,  in 
accordance  with  the  universal  custom,  by  the  names  of  tlieir  lands. 
We  find  the  name  Cic'j-slr  or  Chichester  used  as  a  suriiamOj 
as  early  as  the  time  of  Henry  I.,  and  contemporaneously  tliat  of 
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Cijycccstcr  or  Cirencester.  It  is,  therefore,  only  reasonable  to 
imagine,  tliat  a  family  of  the  latter  name,  in  a  similar  way,  toolc  its 
origin  from  the  place  so  named  in  Gloucestershire.  In  the  Visitation 
book  of  the  County  of  Desxn,  for  the  year  1G20,  preserved  in  the 
Heralds'  College,  tlicre  is  this  pedigree  of  the  early  Chich esters  : —

This  pedigree,  with  the  exception  of  th.e  last  entry,  is  entirely 
erroneous,  having  been  compiled  under  the  idea  that  the  Ciren- 
cesters  of  South  Poole— said  to  be  descended  from  a  grandson  of  a 
brother  of  Robert  Cirencester,  who  was  Bisliop  of  Exeter  temi?. 
Knig  Stephen — were  the  immediate  ancestors  of  this  John  Cln"- 
eliester,  who  married,  in  about  the  year  1355,  Thomasine  daughter 
And  sole  heiress  of  John  Ealeigh  of  Ealeioli.* 


*  It  is  evident  that  the  descents  giveu  above  are  the  same  as  in  the  acconipaiijuig 
pedigree,  extracted  from  the  Harleian  MSS.,  Ko.  807.     It  will  be  observed  that  in  one 
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A  very  cnreful  and  extensive  investi station  araoncr  tlie  ancient 
records,  dating  from  the  tiine  of  the  Conqueror  to  Heniy  IV.,  now 
preserved  in  the  State  Paper  Office,  has  brought  to  light  a  great 
number  of  entries  relating  to  the  Chichester  foniily,  conclusively 
proving  that,  from  the  earliest  period,  there  was  alwa^'s  a  distinc- 
tion between  them  and  the  Cirenccsters,*  and  it  is  from  these 
entries,  extracts  from  wliicli  follow  in  cln-onolofrical  order,  that  a 


case  tlie  Christian  names  are  Latinized,  uLbough  at  the  same  time  tlie  surname  is  given 
"  CMclieslcr"  ;  wliilst  in  the  other  the  Christian  names  arc  in  English,  but  the  surname 
is  correctly  given  as  Cirencester,  evidently  under  the  mistaken  impression  that  it  -vvas 
a  Latinized  form  of  the  name  Chichester.

From  ''Domesday  Book,"  we  learn  that  EXGELER  held  of  the 
J\ing"  two  hides  of  land  in  the  manor  of  Ciccitr\  in  the  countj'"  of 
Sussex  ;  and  he  also  held  one  carucale  of  land  in  the  same  inanor  in 
his  own  right,  as  likewise  divers  lands  in  Idond.on,  in  the  same  connty, 
-which  he  formerly-  held  of  King  Harold  (called  Earl  Harold)  ;  and 
he  also  held  two  hides  of  land  of  Adelisa,  vrifc  of  Kadulphus  dc 
ThcllebroCj  in  Standnne.  in  the  count}^  of  Bedford,  and  also  divers 
lands  of  Ernulph,  in  the  connty  of  Somerset,  of  idl  of  which  he  was 
seised  at  the  time  of  the  Bomctday  Survey  a.d.  1080. 

His  successor  to  the  lands  in  tlie  manor  of  Chichester  appears 
to  have  been  EEXRY  BE  CIGESTIV,  who  by  a  charter  of  about  the 
nOth  of  Henry  I.  (a.d.  1120),  in  vrhich  he  is  stated  to  have  been  seised 
of  divers  lands  and  messuages  in  Chichester,  gave  in  fi'ccalms  to  the 
Hospital  of  the  Blessed  Mary  and  St.  Michael  in  Portsmouth  a 
house  adjoining  tlie  said  lios[)ital  on  the  west,  and  liaving  the  soa 
on  the  east  part  thereof.  Tins  gift  v^-as  afterAvards  confirmed  ]rf 
charters  of  King  Henry  IB,  King  Bicliard  L,  and  King  John. 
(See  CJutiier  and  Oorifirinaflon  EoUs  for  these  reigns.)  His  suc- 
cessor to  the  lands,  etc.,  at  Chichester  was,

RTGHAJiD  DE  CIGESTB\  avIioso  great-grandchildren  we 
find  engaged  in  a  suit  [igninsb  tLe  Hospital  of  tLo  Blessed  Mary  in 
Chichestcrj  from  wliicli  tliej  claim  a  house,  etc.,  in  Chicliester. 
From  the  enrolment  of  tlic  pleas  in  this  suit  [Tovcr  Gorcini  llcije 
lioJIs,  placltn.  coirfty  Sus8e:e,  No.  13,  Easter,  oOrd  Henry  111.),  it 
appears  that  this  Ilichard  de  Chichester  had  two  daughters,  his 
coheiresses. 

1.  Christian;!,  who  died  without  issue. 

2.  Claricia,  who  ninrried  ....  j^ywit,  and  liad  t^^o  sons, 

Eobort,  son  and  heir,  who  died  without  issue,  and 
Gilbert,  licir  to  his  brother,  Avho  marj'ied  and  had  tlnee 
daughters, his  coheiresses,  Emma,  ^labilio,  and  Gunelda, 
who  bring  the  suit  against  the  hospital  for  the  liouso  wliich  they 
say  belonged  to  tlieir  ancestor,  os  above.  The  master  of  the  hospital 
replies  that  the  lionse  was  granted  by  Clarieia,  daughter  of  Ricliard 
de  Cicest'r,  and  that  the  gift  was  coniirmed  by  llobert  Pywit,  her 
son. 

The  conteinporaiw  of  tlie  above  lllcha]-d  Cliicliester  of 
Chichester,  very  prol;)ably  iiis  brother,  and  father  of  the  four  sons 
w.lio  are  shown  in  the  next  descent,  was,

gression of  the  icing's  ]yeacc.  IL;  was  excused  tJicrefrom  hv  the 
King's  special  v;rit  directed  to  tlio  iSheri'l,  wlicreupon  he  stands 
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recorded  as  having  been  fully  iiccjiiitted  thereof. — -P^.-^'  JRoUs,  2nd 
Henry  II. 

In  the  next  generation  we  find  an  account  of  foui'  meinbers  of 
tlie  famih"  of  Chichester,  three  of  wliom  appear  to  have  stood  liigli 
in  the  ranks  of  the  esqnires  of  that  time. 

1.  Kicholas  de  Cicester  vras  seised  of  lands,  etc.,  in  Chi- 

cliester,  in  the  time  of  King-  John,  and  Kino-  Henry  III., 
as  sliown  by  his  son  Richard  (fil  Xicholas  de  Cicester), 
vrho  calls  to  warranty  Reginald  de  la  Hyde  for  one 
messuage  in  Cicester. — Plea  Bolls,  2Gth  Henry  III. 

2.  Master  Roljert  de  Cicestep,  who,  beiiig  a  discreet  person, 

was  sent  into  Ireland  in  1207  on  the  Kind's  business, 
touching  a  debt  due  to  the  King  by  Hugh  Rose. 

3.  Master  Henry  de  Cicestee,  against  whom  Richard  VrYdoc, 

and  Agnes  Iris  wife,  claim  lands  in  AVadfoi'd.  in  the 
county  of  Somerset. — Coram  Iiege  Roll,  15th  Henry  1  IT. 

4.  FdGHABD  DiJ  CICESTER,  went  into  the  Holy  LbulL 

with  King  Richard  Ctpur  de  Lion,  and  after  his  return 
therefrom,  King  John   gave  him  divers  lands  in  rhe 
county    of   Sussex,   in  the  year  1214,      {fUjram  Rene 
and  CJiO'iicr  Rolls.)     His  son, 
ROBERT  BE   CICESTER,*    vAVa    Petronilla  his  wife  and

From  this  it  appears  that  he  married  a  coheiress,  who  l^rought 
hhn  lands  in  the  county  of  Gloucester ;  but  what  thev  vrere, 
or  of  yrhat  flimily  his  wife  was,  vrc  are  not  able  to  ascertain.  He 
died  soon  after  the  oOth  Henry  III.  (a.d.  12G6),  as  appears  by

EIGIIARD  DE  CIGESTEB,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  who  paid 
a  fine  of  half  a  mark  to  the  Kimx  fov  an  assize  before  "\Yaltcr  de 
Helyun,  and  others  of  the  King's  Justices  for  the  county  of 
Gloucester,  in  the  53rd  year  of  Henry  III.  (I2G9),  when  orders  to 
the  Slicriif  were  accordiugly  sent  by  the  King's  writ.  {Fine 
EoIL)  He  was  defendant  in  a  plea  of  trespass  on  some  lands 
adjoining  his  own  at  Chichester,  county  Sussex.  {Coram  Bege 
Roll,  1st  Edward  I.)  He  appears  to  have  had  a  brother,  Kobert 
Cicest'r,  a  monk,  who  I'cceived  the  King's  assent  to  his  elec- 
tion to  the  Bishopric  of  Cork. — Pateid  EoUs  for  Ireland,  5th 
Edward  I. 

ROGER  BE  CJC ESTER,  son  and  successor  to  Packard,  was 
in  the  expedition  into  Wak^s,  in  the  20th  year  of  Kiiig  Edvrard  I., 
and  iii  the  22]id  of  King  Ivdvrr.rd  1.  he  accorap.micd  tliat  monarcli 
into  Gascoigne,  and  in  the  27t]i  of  Edwarvl  I.  he  vras  in  the 
Scoltisli  v;-ars  (<ee  J/V//c'.'i-7  Ro'Js)  ;  and  in  that  year  ho  was 
excused    as    the    defendant    in    divers    i^kjas    iouclniig    kuids    in

His  two 
brothers,  Master  Peter  de  Cicester  and  Thomas  de  Cicester,  ac- 
companied Edward  I.  on  his  expedition  to  besiege  the  Castle  of 
Carlaverock,  in  the  years  1299  and  1300,  as  is  shown  by  the 
following  entry  in  the  Avardrobe  accounts  for  the  2Sth  of  Ed\Yard 
I.: — ''Paid  to  Peter  do  Chichester,  for  his  own  and  his  brother 
Thomas's  wages,  from  the  ord  July,  on  which  day  their  horses 
w^ere  found,  for  the  before-named  war,  to  the  ord  Xovember,  on 
which  day  the  Sngr  returned  to  Carhsle,  computed  for  124  days, 
at  26'.  per  diem."  (It  must  be  remembered  that  at  this  period  for 
military  ser\dce  a  banneret  received  3.s,  a  day ;  a-  knight,  2s. ;  and  a 
shieldbearer  or  esquire,  2.9.  A  foot-soldier  received  2'./.)  In  the 
Fame  account-book,  Master  Peter  de  Chichester  is  allowed  £2  for 
his  horse.  This  same  Master  Peter  de  Cicest'r  was  afterward'^ 
deputed,  together  with  the  Sheriff  of  Lincoln,  to  raise  3000  men 
for  the  King's  service  out  of  that  county.  {Scottish  Rolls,  7th 
Edward  II.)  According  to  a  Parliamentary  vv^it  tested  at  Lincoln, 
20th  April,  7th  Edward  II.,  he  was  paymaster  and  leader  of  the 
levies  raised  in  the  county  of  Lincoln. 

ROGER  DE  CICESTER,  son  of  the  before-named  Ptocrer,  was 
jnthe  French  and  Scottish  wars  with  King  Edward  I.,  and  was  also 
111  the  army  with  King  Edward  II.  at  the  battle  of  Eannockbiirn, 
wiiore  the  English  were  defeated  by  the  Scotch,  on  the  23rd  of 
June,  131-1.     He  was  defendant  in  a  plea  of  lands  in  Chichester, 
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lOtliEchvard  III.  {De  Banco  I^oUs.)  A  relative  and  contemporary 
of  his  (possibly  his  brother),  man-at-arms  or  esquire,  was  returned 
by  the  Sheriff  of  the  county  of  Essex,  pursuant  to  a  writ  tested 
at  Bishops-Thorpe,  on  the  20th  of  June,  15th  Edward  II,,  as  a 
resident  of  that  count}',  and  summoned  by  separate  summons  to 
perform  military  service  against  the  Scots,  to  muster  at  Xewcastle- 
on-Tyno  on  the  eve  of  St.  James  the  Apostle.  There  is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  son  of  this  William  was  John  de 
Chechestre,  an  eminent  goldsmith  and  citizen  of  London,  maker 
of  the  Kijjg's  Privy  Seal,  and  of  the  wedding  jevrellery  for  the 
marriage  of  the  King's  son  and  the  Lady  Blanche.  He  was 
Sheriff  in  1357;  Lord  Mayor  and  the  King's  Escheator  for  the 
City  of  London  in  1369,  in  which  year  the  celebrated  AYilliam 
Walworth  was  Sheriff".  He  died  in  1381,  and  by  liis  will  *  he  left 
his  tenement  hi  the  parish  of  St.  John  Zachary,  and  his  shop  in 
''  the  Chepe,"  at  the  corner  of  Friday  Street,  to  his  kinsman 
John  French ;  and  the  bulk  of  the  remainder  of  his  propei-ty,  in- 
cluding a  tenement  called  ''the  Sarazynshede,"  he  benueathed 
to  liis  wife  Ahcia,  and  after  her  decease  to  his  son  "William 
Chichester. 

8I.n  ROGER  CHICHESTER  was  in  the  wars  of  Finance 
with  King  Edward  III.,  and  having  greatly  distingaished  himself 
therein,  he  was,  after  the  sieg-e  of  Calais,   knis^hted  by  the  Kino-.

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He  was  afterwards  at  the  battle  of  Poictiers,  in  1356.  {Militanj 
PioU.)  He  held  in  his  own  right  the  manor  of  Donwer,  or  Dim- 
weer,  in  Somersetshire.  He  died  about  1370,  and  was  succeeded 
by  his  son, 

JOni{  CJIJORESTEB,  Esq.,  Lord  of  the  Mauor=;  of  Begger- 
kewish  (Beggeridge  ?)  and  Donwer,  in  Somersetshire,  in  his  ov\'n 
rio-ht :  which  manors,  on  his  marriao-e  with  Tliomnsine,  daughter 
and  heiress  of  John  de  Raleigh,  he  gave  to  certain  trustees,  John 
Eve,  Henry  Stonte,  and  Thomas  Yeo,  clerk,  to  be  settled  on  his 
wife,   and  the  children  of  their  marriage.     These  manors,  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  lY.,  were  of  the  3-early  Talue  of  £20.     He  was 
f;eised  likewise  in   fee  tail  in  right  of  his  wife,  of  the  juanors  of 
Barnstaple,   Raleigh,  Loxhore,    Challacombe,   and   Sherwell,  with 
other  lands    in    the    county   of  Devon.*      After  his  marriage  he 
assumed    the    Raleigh  arms,   cJieijv.ei/,   or   and  gules,  a  chief  vair, 
in   right  of  his  wife,  which  coat  has  been  borne  by  his  descen- 
dants ever  since,   to  the  exclusion  of  the  ancient  bearing  of  the 
Chichesters,  which  was  ervninG  a  canton  salle.     John  Chichester, 
Lord  Mayor  of  London  in    1369,  we   find  from   Stow,   added    a 
covered  cup  to  the  canton,  probably  as  an  indication  of  his  having 
been  a  goldsmith.     The  fact  of  the  Chichesters  bearing  these  arms 
at  this  early  date,  opens  the  door  to  the  belief  that  in  some  way 
they  traced  a  descent  from  the  Lukes  of  Britanuy,  who  bore    a

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plaiu  sliield  ermine.  Alan,  sumamecl  Eufiis  or  Fergaiint  (from  Lis 
red  liair),  a  son  of  Hoel,  Earl  of  Britauny,  "^-as  created  Earl  of 
Riclimond  by  William  tlie  Conqueror,  \yho5e  dangbter  CoDstaucia 
lie  married ;  and  Lis  arms  are  said  to  Lave  been  or  and  axare,  a 
canton  ermine.  XicLolas  Upton,  Canon  of  BatL  and  Wells,  in  a 
•  manuscript  written  by  Lim,  and  dedicated  to  HumpLrey,  Dnire  of 
Gloucester,  in  about  lo9S,  tLus  eulogizes  tLe  simplicity  of  tLis 
beariniT  :  *'  Some  ^yritc  tliat  silver  and  sable  is  tlsc  ricliest  tLin^?'  in 
arms  tliat  can  be  borne,  because  every  king  m  CLristendom  make 
tlieir  lay\\s  on  black  and  wLite,  -wLerefore  Leralds  say,  tliat  tLe 
banner  of  iLe  Dukes  of  Britanny  is  tlie  royalist  arms  in  tLe  yorld, 
and  wLy  ?  because  Le  bcaretL  errrdne  witLout  anytiiing." 

It  will  be  proper  to  conclude  tliis  cLapter  witL  some  account 
of  tLe  family  of  EaleigL  of  Ealeigb,  in  tLe  county  Devon.  From 
"Domesday  Book"  we  learn  tLat  Walter  lield  divers  lands  in 
Ralega,  or  Ealeigli,  in  tLe  county  of  Devon,  in  tlie  time  of  King 
Edward  tLe  Confessor,  and  King  Harold.  Beatrix,  Lis  widovr,  was 
seised  of  four  carucates  of  land  in  RalegL,  and  of  divers  otLer 
lands  in  various  parts  of  England;  and  amongst  tLe  enrolments 
of  ancient  cLarters  tliere  is  one  by  wLicL  slio  gave  lands  to 
tlic  Abl3ey  of  Battle,  in  Sussex",  for  laasses  to  be  said  for  ever 
for  tLe  repose  of  tLe  soul  of  Walter,  Ler  late  Lusband,  slain 
at  tLe  battle  of  Hastings,  on  tLe  side  of  King  Harold.  {Cariic 
Antiqme.) 
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IIVGE  DB  BALEGR,  according  to  ilie  BJad:  Booh  of 
tltc  ExcJicquer,  held  {iem]>.  Henry  I.)  three  knight's  fees  in  the 
coiintY  of  Devon,  of  Robert.,  Duke  of  Xorraandy,  eldest  son  of  the 
Conqueror.  He  was  also  possessed  of  other  lands  hi  various  parts 
of  England  at  that  time.  He  had  three  sons,  and  vras  succeeded 
hy  the  eldest — 

WALTER  BE  BALEIGE,  who  was  seised  of  half  a  knicrlit's 
fee  in  the  county  of  Devon,  as  sho^A'n  b}'  the  Blacl:  Booh  of  ihe 
E,i:chequer  of  Heniy  II.  He  was  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Ralegh  on 
the  death  of  his  father.  Of  liis  two  brothers  (1)  Hugh  died  in  tlio 
lifetime  of  his  elder  brother,  leaving  three  sons,  one  of  whom, 
'\\  iiham,  was  heir  to  his  uncle ;  and  (2)  Adam  married  Allured, 
and  founded  a  family'  in  Xorthamptonshire. 

SIR  WILLIAM  RALEIGR,  heir  to  his  uncle  Walter,  was 
Lord  of  the  ^^vlanor  of  Raleigh.,  He  exchanged  lands  in  Esse,  with 
h';dph  de  Esse,  for  other  lands  in  Xewton  and  TVickstorie,  {Feet  of 
^''cuc.<,  10t]i  Ricliaid  I.)  His  successor  Sir  Petei'  de  Raleigh, 
Knt.j  Lord  of  Raleigh,  jnarried  Alatilda,  sister  and  heiress  to  John 
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de  Braybroc,  and  daTi2:liter  of  Galfridus  de  Bravbroc.  Lord  of 
Braybroc.  One  of  bis  brotliers  was  WiUiam  do  Raleigbj  Bisliop 
of  Norwich,  a  favourite  of  Henry  III.  Being  elected  Bishop  of 
"Winchester  in  opposition  to  the  King's  T^ishes,  and  his  translation 
being  ratified  by  the.  Poj^e,  he  repaired  to  the  city,  but  was  refused 
admittance.  He  came  to  the  v.'alls,  fulminated  an  interdict,  and 
then  retired  into  France  in  1223.  In  the  following-  ye?.r  he  was 
allowed  10  take  possession,  and  the  King  dined  with  him.    xVnother 

brother.  TTymond  de  Ealeigh,  married  Constancia,  widow  of  

Coleton,  and  claimed  her  dower  of  lands  in  Coleton.  countv  Devon. 
{Corcira  Bcge  Eolh,  27th  Henry  III.) 


Sin.   ViALTER  DE  RALEIGH,  eldest  son  of  Sir  Peter,  had 
a  brother  ^Yilliam  do  E<ileig:h,  who  was  one  of  the  JudLres  of  Vixq 
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King's  Beucli,  temp.  Henry  III.  ]\IaiTic(I  to  Joliamia,  dangliter  and 
coheiress  of  Sir  John  de  Stockhay,  b}"  whom  lie  had  a  son  Henry. 
Sir  Walter  married  Sibilla,  daughter  of  Gilljcrfc  de  Umfraville  by 
his  wife  Matilda,  Countess  of  Angus.  He  was  a  tlimous  soldier,  and 
was  engaged  in  all  the  expeditions  of  that  period.  The  monument 
of  a  knight  of  the  Ealeigh  f.imily  in  Exeter  Cathedral,  is  referable  to 
this  reign.  The  knight  is  represented  as  a  Crusader,  who  had  served, 
or  had  vowed  to  serve,  in  the  Holy  Land.  Both  tlie  recumbent 
effigies,  this  and  the  one  near  it,  are  of  the  close  of  the  reign  of 
Edward  L,  or  beginning  of  Edward  II.,  in  regard  to  costume  ;  the 
flattened  coiffe,  of  that  which  has  the  arms  of  Kaleigh  on  the  shield, 
would  rather  bespeak  the  early  part  of  the  reign  of  Edvrard  I.,  as 
such  was  designed  for  a  cyhndrical  helmet,  but  both  knights  recline 
their  heads  on  conical  ones.  The  strap  by  which  the  shield  vras 
suspended  from  the  neck,  with  the  buclde,  is  very  conspicuous, 
and  the  apex  of  each  conical  helmet  demonstrates  the  manner  in 
which  the  cointisse  was  attached  to  it.  The  sash  is  passed  under 
the  helmet,  a  token  that  it  was  given  him  by  a  lady.  By  his  v,-ife 
tbe  Lady  Sibilla,  Sir  AValter  had  two  sous:  Hugh  (to  whom  GiVbert 
de  Umfraville,  his  grandfather,  gas^e  lands  in  Yencchester,  county 
Somerset.  He  Wcis  the  founder  of  aiiotlier  branch  of  the  family  from 
which  it  is  probable  that  the  celebrated  Sir  Walter  Ealeigh,  the 
favourite  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  was  descended) ;  and  his  eldest  son 
Sir  Itobcrt  do  Baleighj  Knt.,  who  succeeded  his  father  as  Lord  of 
llaleigli.     Sir  Robert  married  Laura,  daughter  and  heiress  of  Sir 
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Hugh  Peverel,  by  \<\\oi\\  ho  had  two  sons,  Peter  (who  was  the 
founder  of  a  farailj  of  the  uame  of  Raleigh  in  Xorthamptonshire), 
and  his  successor — 

Bin  JOHN  BE  RALEIGH,  Knt.,  who  had  issue  an  only 
son — 

JOEX  DE  BALEIGJl,  Esq.,  Lord  of  the  ]\rauor  of  Raleio-h, 
whose  daughter  and  solo  lielress,  boru  in  1365,  niairied  John  Chi- 
chester. He  died  on  January  1st,  40th  Edward  III.  His  daughter 
was  then  aged  ten  years,  and  inherited  tlie  lands  he  was  seised 
of,  which  consisted  (according  to  tlie  Liqin'sit'io  Post  MorUm,  49th 
Edward  III.)  of  tljc  ^lanors  of  Fetelcoie  in  Shcrwell,  Pialeigh, 
Alrington,  and  Cballacomljc.  Elizabeth,  tbo  widow  of  John  Pialeigh, 
married,  secondly.  Sir  Jolm  Powlett,  and  claimed,  2nd  Pichard 
II.,  her  dower  from  her  daughter,  and  her  daughter's  husband 
John  Chichester. 
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CHICHESTERS  OF  THE  RALEIGH 
AND  YOULSTON  BRANCH. 

"We  Lave  sliown,  in  the  previous  cliaptver,  tlie  descent  of  tho 
Cliicliesters  from  Engeler,  ^vlio  is  mentioned  in  tlie  "^  Domesday 
Book,"  and  vre  have  now  arrived  at  tlie  period  when  the  heiress 
of  tlie  Ealeighs  married  into  the  Chichester  family.  "NV^e  have 
also  traced  the  Ptaleighs,  from  the  same  authoritieSj  down  to  Tho- 
raasine,  daughter  and  sole  heiress  of  Sir  John  Ealeigh  of  Raleigh, 
who  married  John  Chichester.  From  this  date  the  Chichesters 
dropped  their  own  arms,  and  assumed  those  of  Ealeigh. 
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JOHN  CHIGIIESTER,  son  of  Sir  Eoger  Chichester,  who  was 
hnighted  at  Calais,  vras  born  in  lOGo.     He  married  Thomasirjc, 
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only  daughter  and  sole  heiress  of  Sh-  John  Ealcigh  of  Ealeigh,  in 
the  county  of  Devon,  in  the  year  1381.*  By  this  rnamage  the 
Chichesters  became  one  of  the  most  important  flimilies  in  North 
Devon,  and  apparently  the  most  powerful  of  all  in  that  tract  of 
country  which  is  l)ounded  on  tlie  south  by  the  river  Taw,  on 
the  east  by  the  forest  of  Exmoor,  on  the  north  and  west  by  the 
sea.  The  country  Avitliin  these  limits  consists  of  elevated  downs, 
intersected  by  rich  valleys  and  deep  wooded  raviues,  through  the 
bottoms  of  which  flow  winding  trout  streams,  while  the  coast 
presents  the  most  beautiful  and  romantic  scenery  in  England.  Jn 
the  days  of  Eichard  IL,  when  the  Clrichesters  first  settled  in  North 
Devon,  the  country  must  have  been  almost  entirely  unenclosed. 
The  red  deer  roamed  at  ])leasure  over  i\\Q  ni)land  moors,  and  the 
steep  ra\anes  vere  frequented  by  lierous  aud  game.  Here  and 
there,  but  at  bug  intervals,  tliero  were  a  few  manor  houses,  farms, 
and  small  villages.  Tjic  only  towns  wei'C  Baimstaple  on  the  Taw, 
and  llfracombe  on  llic  northern  coast.  Ealcigh  is  a  hamlet  in  the 
parish  of  Pilton ;  aud  from  the  ])ark,  wliere  tliere  are  some  fine 
poplars  and  beech  trees,  liiere  is  a  view  of  Barnstaple  on  one 
side,  and  of  the  beautiful  valley  of  the  Yeo,  with  the  tower  of 
Goodlcigh  Church  in  ilte  distance,  on  the  othc]-.  The  old  hall  has 
long  since  dis:),ppearcd,  Init  the  broad  terraces,  and  the  foimdations 
of  a  wa.i),  may  stiil  be  tra.ced   i]i  rialeigh  Park.      Besides  Ealeio'h, 
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Sir  Joliii  Chiclicstcr  licld  lands  in  the  parish  of  Arlington.*  We 
learn  froin  tlie  Luprisitio  Post  IJortcm,  taken  at  Exeter,  4th  Henry 
IV.,  that  Thomasine  outlived  her  first  husband  John  Chichester, 
and  married,  secondly,  Sir  William  Talbot,  Chevalier.  She  died 
on  Monday  next  after  the  Feast  of  St.  Peter,  ad  vincula^  in  the 
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MONL'ilCNT  TO  THOilA&lNE,  UKIRKSS  OF  KALEIGU,  IN  IHJ]  CHANCEL  OF  AJILLNGTON  CUUKCU.

Barnestaple,  Rokesford,  Cliolcombe,  etc.,  etc.,  in  the  county  of 
Devon.  In  the  2nd  Eicliard  II.  Sir  John  Ponlett,  and  Elizabeth  his 
wife  (wido'^v  of  John  de  Raleigh),  claimed  the  dower  of  the  said 
Elizabeth,  against  hijn  and  Tliomasine  Raleigh,  in  the  l^lanors  of 
Arlington,  Raleigh,  Cliolcombe,  Loxhore,  etc.,  etc.,  all  in  the  county 
^ of  Devon.     {Vc  IJanco  JRcdh..) 
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JOHN  cm CTI  ESTER,  E^q.,  son  of  John  Chichester  and  TliO- 
maL^ino  Raleigh.,  was  born  m  J.3&G.  He  man  icd  in  about  1424,  Alicia, 
daughter  an.d  lieircss  of  John  Wotton,  by  Johanna;  daugliter  and 
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lieii'ess  of  Hobert  do  DinliarOj  by  Emma,  daughter  and  lieiress  of 
Eoger  Moels,  and  Alice  Lis  wife,  daughter  of  "WiUiam  le  Prouse, 
Lord  of  Orton.  The  name  of  this  John  Chichester  appears  hi  the 
list  of  lances  who  were  at  the  Battle  of  Ae^incourt,  in  the  retinuo 
of  Le  Sisur  de  Harrington,  a.d.  1415.  Amongst  the  names  of  his 
companions  in  arms  given  below,  may  be  recognized  many  of  tlie 
gentry  of  the  count}^  of  Devon.

His  name  also  occurs  in  the  list  of  the  gentry  of  the  county  of 
Devon,  made  in  1433,  by  order  of  Hem-y  YI.'s  Government.  The 
foUowiiig  inquisition  v^-as  taken  at  his  death.. 

"Inquisition  taken  at  Exeter,  count}"  Devon,  on  '^laich  12tli, 
1138,  before  John  Kelly,  escheator,  Robert  Halle,  John  Hfjiy, 
Richard  Holland,  Thomas  Borse,  Richard  Forte.^c;ae,  Yv^'illiani 
Byscliop,  Stephen  GifFoT'd,  John  Hedges,  John  Hacckc.  ]!^^'icholus 
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Coterell,  and  Joliii  Free.     The  jury  say  on  tlieir  oath  that  Johr 
Chichester  and  AJice  his  late  wife,  were  lately   seised  in   fee,  in 
right   of  tlie  said  Alice,    of  the  jianor  of   TVidvy^orthyj  with  the 
appurtenances  and  advowson  held    from   John,  Earl  of   Hunting- 
ton, as  of  his  Manor  of  Toryton,  by  military  service,  which  manor, 
by  indenture  dated  "Widworthy,  Novemljer  1st,  1425,  he  released 
to  Henry  Tflivliug,  j^Iargai^et  his  wife,  Thomas  his  son,  and  Henry 
AYhyting  still  living,  for  tbe  term  of  their  lives  at  the  rate  of  £12 
per  annum,  and  after  eighteen  years  at  £'20  per  annum.     The  jury 
also   say   that   the   said   Alice   died,    and   that   John    Chichester 
survived  her,  and  inherited  in  her  right,  by  the  la^v  of  England, 
one  half  of  the  ]\ranor  of  Aveton   Gyffard,   which  is  held    from 
Thomas,  Earl  of  Devon,  as  of  his  Castle  of  Plymton,  and  is  worth 
£16  per  annum   beyond   reprisals.      By  the   same  right  he  held 
one-half  of  the  Manor  of  Stodbur}-,  with  appurtenances  from  John 
Fortescue,   as  of  his   ]\Ianor  of  Ermyngton  by   military  service, 
worth  beyond  reprisals   100  shilhngs.     The  jury  further  say  that 
Jolm  Chichester  died,  seised  in  his  own  rio-ht  of  one  messuao;e  and 
of  one  filling  of  land,  vrorth  eleven  shillings,  and  ten  shillings  rent 
in  West  Downe,  and  that  he  did  not  hold  any  other  lands  or  tene- 
ments in  Di  von  on  the  day  he  died.     But  that  before  he  died,  by 
indenture  dated  ]\Iarch   22iid,  1427,  he  gave  to  John  Coppleston, 
Nicholas  Kudfor'l,  and  John  Mulys,  all  his  lands,  manors,  messuages, 
tenements,  rents,   services,    etc.,   iu   Baleigh,  Barnstaple,   Pilton, 
!Lob1)C5   Arliiigton,  Clia'decombe,  and  Ilokesford.     The  jury  after 
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reciting  tlie  various  tenures  by  wliicli  these  lands  are  held,  togetlier 
with  their  values,  further  say  that  John  Chichester  died  on  the 
14th  day  of  December,  1437,  and  that  Eichard  Chichester  is  the 
soil  of  him  and  the  said  Alice,  and  is  the  next  heir,  and  on  the 
23rd  of  February,  1138,  was  fourteen  years  of  age." 

From  this  document  it  seems  highly  probable  that  John 
Chichester,  shortly  before  he  died,  gave  his  Devonshire  estates 
to  trustees  to  insure  some  provision  for  his  second  son.  The 
eldest,  as  we  have  seen,  was  then  only  just  thirteen.  John

Strype  says,  "  No  question 
he  made  good  benefit  thereof." 

Sir  John  was  knighted,  with  many  others,  at  the  Palace  of 
AYestminster  by  the  Earl  of  Arundel,  who  lield  a  commission  to 
do  so  from  the  Queen,  in  1556. 

lie  corresponded  with  the  Lords  of  the  Council  on  the  state 
of  afiairs  in  the  west,  and  pai^ticularly  on  the  state  of  the  reformed 
rehgion.  In  May  1559,  he  reports  that  the  introduction  of  the 
Liturgy  is  received  gradually,  "without  enthusiasm  yet  vrithout 
opposition,  and  in  places  even  with  pleasure.  The  services  in  the 
churches,  he  adds,  are  well  received  and  done,  for  the  most  prn-t  of 
Devonshire.  There  wanted  notliing  l)ut  preachers.  With  regard 
to  the  subsidy  of  1559,  he  reports  that  there  vras  no  resistance, 
or  complaint,  and  that  the  sum  obtained  was  uimsually  large. 
Westcote  says  of  him,  '*'  This  worthy  knight  was  of  great  reiJiitation 
for  his  many  virtues,  but  much  more  favoured  for  his  issue  :  he  \\vA 
sev^en  sons,  whereof  four  were  knights,  one  created  a  baron,  and 
one  a  viscount ;  aiul  nine  daughters,  all  married  to  the  chiefost 
fimilies  in  this  county."

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SIB  JOEN  CHICHESTER,  of  Ealeigli  and  YoiilstoB,  son  of 
Sir  John  and  Gertrude  Courteuoy,  succeeded  his  father  in  1569.  In 
1585  he  was  High  Sheriff  of  the  county,  and  he  died  of  an  infec- 
tious disease  cauglit  from  the  prisoners  at  Exeter  during  tJte  as^size, 
together  with  all  the  judges  and  many  lawyers.

It  is  said  that  tlie  ghost  of  Sii'  Robert  haunts  the  base  of  a 
perpendicular  cliif  on  the  sea-shore,  near  Martinlioe.  He  is  com- 
pelled to  weave  traces  out  of  the  sand,  which  he  is  to  aOix  to  his 
carriage,  and  then  di'ive  the  vehicle  np  the  face  of  the  crag  and 
through  a  narrow  fissure  in  its  summit,  which  is  known  by  the 
name  of  Sir  Robert's  Road.  The  natives  believe  that  they  hear 
his  voice  of  rage  as  he  labours  at  his  nightly  task ;  and  at  other 
times  they  fancy  that  they  see  him  scouiing  over  Ghallacombe 
Downs,  followed  by  a  pack  of  hounds,  vrhose  fiery  tails  gleam  in 
the  gathering  darkness.''-

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Sir  Eobert  married,  first,  Frances,  daiigliter  of  Lord  Har- 
rington, of  Exton.  Sir  Jolni  Harrington  was  created  Lord 
Harrington  in  1603,  He  was  tutor  to  the  Princess  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  James  I.  He  took  her  to  Germany,  and  died  on  the 
way  back.  He  had  two  daughters  :  Lucy,  married  to  the  Earl  of 
Bedford;  and  Frances,  to  Sir  Eobert  Chichester,  who  had  an 
only  child — 

Amie,  born  in  1607.  Slie  married  Thomas,  Lord  Bruce, 
Baron  of  Kinloss,  in  1623,  when  she  was  sixteen 
years  old.

SIB  ARTETJJl  OniQEESTEIt  vras  the  second  son  of  Sir 
Jolm  Chichester  of  Raleigh,  by  Gertrude,  daughter  of  Sir  Wilhani 
Courtenay,  of  Powderham  Castle.  ''He  was,"  says  Fuller, 
"  descended  from  a  right  ancient  family  dwelling  at  Raleirdi." 
Arthur  Chichester  was  born  at  "Raleigh,  the  seat  of  his  ancestors 
and  was  educated  at  Exeter  ColJege,  Oxford,  where  Alexander 
Spicer,  who  afterwards  wrote  an  elegy  to  his  memory,  M'as  his 
tutor.  Whilst  at  home  during  a  vacation,  he  robbed  the  Oucen's 
purveyors,  who  were  little  better  than  rol^jjei's  themselves- 
so,  to  avoid  a  prosecution,  he  lied  into  France,  and  distiu^^'ui^lied 
himself  under  Henry  IV.,  Avho  kiiiglited  him  for  his  />allant  beha- 
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viom*,*  and  soon  afterwards  tlie  Queen  pardoned  him.  On  his 
father's  death,  in  15G9,  he  inlicrited  Santon  Com'tj  in  Devonshire, 
near  the  month  of  the  river  Taw,  vrhich  estate  he  sold  to  tlie 
Lnttrells.  In  15S7-8,  he  served  on  board  the  "Bear,"  under  Lord 
Sheffield,  wlieii  llie  Spanish  Armada  was  pnt  to  confusion. f  In  the 
following  year  he  became  a  captain  under  Sir  Francis  Drake,  when 
that  darino-  admiral  sailed  from  Enscland  to  "sin^e  the  Kino-  of 
Spain's  beard."  This  expedition  is  generally  known  as  the  '^  Por- 
tugal action,"  ai:d  was  intended  to  assist  in  placing  Don  Antonio 
on  the  throne  of  Portugal,  usurped  by  Philip  11.  It  consisted  of 
six  ships,  mannud  by  1500  seamen,  and  seventy  or  eighty  trans- 
ports, to  convey  11,000  troops,  commanded  by  Sir  John  Korris. 
They  reached  Corunna  in  May,  1589,  burnt  the  shipping,  and 
captured  the  lower  town.  In  blowing  up  a  tower  of  the  upper  town, 
300  officers  and  men  vrere  killed;  among  them  Paul  Chichester 
(son  of  Arayas  Chichester  of  Ailington),  who  was  serving  with 
his  cousin  Ai'thur.  Oidy  6000  men  out  of  11,000  re-embarked  for 
England.  In  1595  Arthur  Chichester  went  with  Sir  Francis  Drake 
to  the  "West  Indies,  where  he  Avas  lieutenant-colonel  of  a  regiment, 
and  he  set  fire  to  the  Spanish  admiral's  frigate  off  Puerto  Piico. 
After  his  return  from  this  voyage,  he  "ssas  colonel  of  a  regiment 
serving  in  France  with  Sir  Thomas  Baskerville,  and  soon  afterwards 
he  went  to  Ireland,  thus  cnterino-,  for  the  first  time,  on  the  field  of

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his  future  triumphs.*  He  appears  to  have  gone  to  Ireland,  in  the 
first  instance,  to  avenge  the  death  of  his  younger  brother,  John, 
which  took  phice  under  the  folloving  circumstances  : — "  Young 
Sir  John  Chichester,  who  bore  the  san:ie  name  as  his  eldest  brother 
of  Raleigh,  was  Governor  of  Carrickfergus,  in  Ireland,  in  1597, 
and  on  Xovember  4th  he  lost  his  life  in  an  enterprise  against  the 
Macdonnell.  Eandal  MacSorley  Macdonnell  (afterwards  Earl  of 
Antrim)  concealed  a  detachment  in  a  cave  about  four  miles 
from  Carrickfergus.  He  himself  advanced  with  a  small  force, 
braving  the  garrison.  Chichester  made  a  sally,  when  Macdonnell 
feifrned  flio^ht,  till  he  came  to  the  cave  where  his  detachment 
was  concealed.  He  then  turned,  upon  Chichester,  surrounded, 
captured,  and  afterwards  beheaded  him  on  a  stone  at  the  head 
of  the  glen.  Years  afterwards,  Macdonnell  went  to  view  the 
family  monuments  of  the  Chicliesters  in  St,  Nicholas's  Church, 
at  Carrickfergus.  Upon  seeing  Sir  John's  tomb,  the  old  savage 
asked,  "How  the  de'el  he  came  to  get  his  head  again,  for  he  was 
sure  he  had  aiice  ta'en  it  frae  him."  f 

In  1599,  we  find  Sir  Arthur  Chichester  commanding  200  foot 
at  Carrickfergus;  and  in  Xovembcr,  IGOO,  he  laid  waste  all  the 
country  withiji  twenty  miles  of  that  town.  He  served  in  tlie  wars 
against  Tyrone.  On  May  2ud,  1601,  the  Lord  Deputy  reported  that

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he  liad  done  her  ]\Iajcsty  excellent  service.  Sir  Arthur  was  a  man 
of  great  capacity,  judgment,  steadiness,  and  vast  experience ;  reso- 
lute in  executing  his  designs,  and  thoroughly  master  of  his  own 
temper.  On  April  21st,  1603,  he  was  sworn  of  the  Privy  Council, 
and  on  September  lOJi  of  tlie  saiue  year,  was  appointed  Governor 
of  Carrickfergus  and  Admiral  of  Loch  Xeagh.  On  February  1st, 
1C04,  he  became  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland,  in  which  office  he  con- 
tinued for  ten  years.  Old  Fuller  says,  "  Pie  was  effectuallv 
assistaiit  first  to  plough  and  break  up  those  barbarous  people,  and 
then  io  sow  them  with  the  seeds  of  civility." 

Ho  established  two  new  circuits,  sending  the  j&rst  judges  of 
assize  into  Oonu aught,  and  revising  the  circuit  of  Muuster^  which 
had  been  discontinued  for  more  than  two  hundred  years.  The 
circuit  had  previously  been  confined  to  the  English  Pale  only ;  but 
the  new  circuits  were  so  efficacious,  that  in  a  few  years  there  were 
not  so  many  capital  offenders  in  all  the  sliires  of  Ireland  as 
in  the  six  shires  of  the  western  circuit  of  England.  The  Lord 
Dei:)uty  also  abolished  gavelkind,  and  emancipated  inferiors  from  the 
tyranny  of  barbarous  chieftains.  He  subdued  the  savage  Irish 
south  of  Dublin,  and  converted  the  territojy  of  a  barbarous  chief- 
tain, named  O'Bryne,  iuto  tlie  county  of  AVicklow.  When  James  I. 
determined  to  plant  a  colony  m  Ulster,  he  was  ably  assisted  by 
Sir  Arthur  Cliichestei-,  for,  in  addition  to  his  general  capacity  and 
kno^vlcdgc,  few  people  were  so  well  acquainted  with  the  fit  terri- 
tories to  be  planted,  or  the  conditious  and  habits  of  the  people. 
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In  the  last  year  of  his  government,  he  had  to  mana<^-e  the 
most  stubborn  Parhamen't  that  ever  was  in  Ireland,  which  met  on 
May  13th,  1613.  On  February  23rd,  1012,  he  was,  in  considera- 
tion of  his  great  services,  created  Baron  Chichester  of  Belfast, 
and  in  the  follo'sving  year  he  resigned  the  oliice  of  Lord  Deputy. 
He  received  large  grants  of  land  in  Ulster  where  he  built  himself 
a  house,  in  1G18,  called  Joy  Mount.  In  1614,  Lord  Belfast  was 
again  made  Lord  Deputj',  and  in  the  same  year  the  Irish  harp  was 
first  quartered  with  the  arms  of  England.  So  observant  was  he 
over  the  actions  of  suspected  persons,  that  Tj^'one  was  heard  to 
complain,  ''He  could  not  drink  a  full  cnrouse  of  sack,  but  the 
State  in  a  few  hours  was  advertised  thereof"     On  Xovember  20th, 

1615,  Lord  Belfast  again  resigned  his   ofSce,  and   on  July  13th, 

1616,  he  was  constituted  Lord  High  Treasurer  of  Ireland,  and  ho 
returned  to  his  estates  in  Ulster.  Lord  Belfast's  administration, 
says  Leland,  v,-as  active,  vigilant,  cautions,  firm,  and  suited  to  a 
country  scarcely  emerging  to  civilization  and  order.* 

The  Lord  Deputy  appears  to  have  had  transactions  ^vith  the 
recently  formed  East  India  Company,  and  lie  is  twice  m.entioned  in 
the  Court's  Minutes  of  1614. f  "  Chichester,  a  kinsman  of  the  Lord 
Deputy  of  Irelaud,  commended  for  his  sufficiency  as  a  jeweller."

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And  again — '•'  Present  of  spices  from  the  Company  to  Lord  Chi- 
chester, Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland,  for  many  kindnesses." 

In  May,  1G22,  Lord  Belfast  was  sent  as  Ambassador  to  the 
Palatinate.  Being  besieged  in  the  city  of  Manheim  by  Coimt  Tilly, 
lie  sent  word  tljat  it  was  ag-ainst  the  laws  of  nations  to  besieije  an 
ambassador.  Tihy  replied  that  he  took  no  notice  that  he  was  an 
ambassador.  Lord  Belfast  replied,  "  that  had  my  master  sent  me 
with  as  many  hmidred  men  as  he  hath  sent  me  on  fruitless 
messages,  your  general  should  have  known  that  I  had  been  a 
soldier  as  well  as  an  ambassador."  He  returned  to  England  in 
Oct,  1622.  He  died  in  London  on  Feb.  19,  1624,  and  was  buried 
in  a  chapel  on  the  north  side  of  St.  Nicholas  Church,  at  Carrick- 
fergiis,  under  a  stately  marble  monument.  Another  monument 
was  erected  to  his  memory  in  Exeter  Cathedral,  and  a  marble 
bust  in  the  oratory  of  Eggesford  Church.  An  interesting  account 
of  Lord  Belfast,  written  by  Sir  Faithful  Fortescue,  was  printed  for 
private  circulation,  by  Lord  Clermont  in  1858.  There  is  also  an 
elegy  to  his  memory  by  his  old  tutor  Alexandea  Spicer. 

Lord  Belfast  married  Letitia,  daughter  of  Sir  Jolm  Perrott, 
his  predecessor  as  Lord  Deputy,  and  had  an  only  son  named 
Arthur,  who  was  born  on  September  26th,  and  died  on  October 
30th,  1606.  Lady  Belfast  died  on  Xovember  27th,  1620.  and  was 
buried  at  Carrickfer:2:us. 
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EDWAPiD,  the  third  son  of  Sir  John  Chichester  of  Ealeiirli 
b}""  Gcrti'iido  Courtenay,  succeeded  his  brother  Arthur,  Lord 
Chichester  of  Belfast,  in  his  Irish  estates.  On  April  ]st,  1G25, 
Charles  I.  created  him  Viscount  Chichester  of  Carrickfergus,  and 
on  October  12th,  lie  became  his  brother's  successor  as  Governor  of 
Carrickfergus,  and  Admii-al  of  Lough  Xeagh  ;  and  a  l^rivy  Coun- 
cillor. He  married  Anne,  daughter  and  heiress  of  John  Coplestone,  of 
Eggesford,  on  whose  death,  on  Xov.  11th,  160G,  Lord  Carrickfcrgus 
became  possessed  of  the  estate  of  Eggesford,  in  Devonshire.  He 
married,  secondly,  Mary  Henham,  but  had  no  issue  by  her,  and  she 
died  at  Belfast,  on  February  2nd,  1G37.  He  died,  and  was  buried 
in  Eggesford  Church,  under  a  monument  begun  by  himself,  and 
finished  by  his  son.  There  is  an  cfhgy  of  himself  and  wife,  and 
five  children,  uiider  a  canopy,  with  the  follo^ving  inscription : —

ABTRU'R   GBIOEBSTEB,  son    of  Edward  Cliichcster  and 
Anno   Coplestone,   vras   born   on  June  16th.   1606,     In   1627  he 
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^Yas  Captain  of  a  troop  of  fifty  horse,  and  was  ]\r.P.  for  the  coimty 
of  Antrim  in  1G27.  On  the  death  of  his  father  he  became 
Governor  of  Carrickfergus,  and  was  made  Governor  of  Belfast  by 
Charles  in  lG-i3. 

Lord  Ormond  \Yritcs  of  him  in  a  letter,  dated  Jan.  19th,  161:5, 
as  follows : — '^  If  your  Majesty  should  think  fit  to  advance  this 
gentleman  to  an  earldom,  I  conceive  that  of  Donegal,  a  county  in 
the  provi]ice  of  Ulstei',  wherein  he  should  liave  a  good  inheritance, 
is  fittest  ;  which  I  humbly  offer  to  your  Majesty's  consideration, 
as  a  part  of  my  duty."  He  was  accordingly  created  Earl  of 
Donegal,  with  limitation  to  issue  inalc  of  his  father,  on  June  1-jth, 
1646.  -    = 

He  was  one  of  the  four  hostages  sent  by  the  Marquis  of 
Ormond,  in  16-17,  to  the  English  Parliament,  as  sm^ety  for  the 
deliver}'  of  Dublin  and  other  garrisons  to  the  commissioners. 

After  the  Restoration  he  was  Governor  of  Carrickfergus. 

In  1668  he  established  a  Mathematical  Lecture  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  Dublin.  He  died  at  Belfast,  on  March  18th,  1678,  and 
was  buried  at  Carrickfergus.  There  is  a  grand  monument  to  this 
1st  Earl  of  Donec^al  and  his  two  wives  in  Eg-sresford  Church,  in  the

same  oratory  which  contains  the  monument  of  his  father,  which  is 
a  full  life-size  figure,  reclining  on  a  couch,  and  there  are  a  few 
coats  of  ai-ms  remaining.  The  present  owner  has  never  taken  any 
interest  in  the  tom))S.  and  when  the  church  was  restored,  several 
of  the  coats  of  arms  were  destroved. 
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The  1st  Earl  of  Donegal  married,  first,  Dorcas,  daughter  of 
John  Hill,  of  Honily,  county  Warwick,  wlio  died  on  April  10th, 
1630,  aged  twenty-three,  leaving  an  only  daughter — 

Mary,  the  heiress  of  Eggesford.   She  was  married  in  1655  to 

John  St.  Legcr,  of  Doneraile,  county  Cork,  and  bore 

him  five  sons  and  three  daughters.     The  eldest   son, 

Arthur  St.  Leger,  was  created  Viscount  Doneraile  in 

1703.     His  male  issue  failed,   but   his  grandson,  Mr. 

Aldworth,   was  created  Yiscount  Doneraile,   in  17S5, 

and  took  the  naine  of  St.  Leger. .   On  the  death  of  his 

aunt   Anne,    the    1st    Lord    Doneraile    succeeded   to 

Eo:i?esford.     In  1718  he  sold  it  to  Yv'^illiam   Feliowcs. 

Esq.,  a  Master  in  Chancery,  uncle  to  Newton  Fellowes, 

4th  Earl  of  Portsmouth. 

Lord  Donegal  married,  secondly,  Lady  Mary  Digby,  daughter 

of    John,    1st    Earl  of  Bristol,  who    died  November    5th,    1G18. 

She    bore    him    six    sons    and    four    daughters,    who    all    died

The  Earl  married,  thirdly,  Letitia,  daughter  of  Sir  William 
Hickes,  Bart.,  of  Booksholt,  in  Essex,  by  whom  he  had  several 
children,  who  all  died  young,  except  one  dangliter —

Itchingham  of  Dunbrot\y,  county  "W^'exford.  The  children  of  the

ARTHUR  CHICHESTER,  3rd  Earl,  succeeded  his  father  tlie 
2nd  Earl.  He  served  in  the  "War  of  Succession  in  1704,  and  wns 
the  first  person  in  the  force  who  set  foot  in  Catalonia,  with  tv^elve 
English  grenadiers.  The  Prince  of  Hesse  appointed  him  a  M.rijor- 
General  of  the  Spanish  army,  and  in  November  1705  he  was 
Governor  of  the  fortress  of  Gerona,  on  the  river  Ter,  fifteen  miles 
from  the  sea,  and  forty-five  miles  from  Barcelona. 

On  April  lOih,  1706,  he  vras  killed  at  the  storming  of 
Fort  j\IoDJuich.     There  is  a  monument  to  his  memory  at  Carrick- 
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ferguSj  with  a  long  Latin  inscription.  He  married,  first.  Lady 
Barbara  Boyle,  daughter  of  Roger,  Earl  of  Orrery,  by  whom  he 
had  a  son  Charles,  born  in  1676,  and  died  in  1682,  who  was  buried 
in  St.  Patrick's  Cathedral,  Dublin.

Amyas  Chichester  died  on  January  21st,  1621,  aged  forty-eight, 
and  was  buried  at  Arlington  on  the  28th.  His  ^vidow  Susan  was 
living  in  1618,  wlien  she  was  inscribed  ^ridoir,  in  the  list  of  recu- 
sants whose  property  was  confiscated.  She  was  denounced  as  a 
Popish  recusant  l)y  the  Parhamentary  Commissioners. 

In  the  acts  of  the  Court  of  High  Commission,  it  appears  that 
on  March  7th,  1631,  Susanna  Browne,  alias  Cliichoster,  John 
Browne,  and  Hugh  Spekc,  were  taken  in  Dean's  vessel,  endea- 
vouring to  go  beyond  sea  without  licence,  and  committed  to  a 
messenger.  On  April  loth,  Susanna  entered  bond  accordino-  to 
an  order  in  Council,  and  on  the  24th  she  got  a  monition  to  appear 
on  her  bond  next  tcvm.~{CaJ6ndai-  of  State  Papers,  domestic 
scries,  1633-34,  pp.  530— 81). 
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JOBN    CHICHESTEE,    eldest    surviving    son    of   Aniyas 
Cliicliester  and  Susan  Playters,  succeeded  his  fatlier  in  1681,  aged 
nineteen.     During  liis  minority  he  was  under  the  guardianship  of 
his  mother.     He  imitated  his  father  in  his  staunch  adherence  to 
the  old  rehgion,  and    continued   to   maintain  a  Roman  Ccitholic 
chaplaincy  at  Arlington.      He  sold  the  Exeter  property  to  one 
John  Flay,  an  apothecary.     Xot  the  least  infamous  feature  in  the 
tyi\annical  laws  against  the  Papists,  was  the  system  of  extortmg 
money  for   permission  to  evade  them.     There  is  an  instance  of 
this  in  the  life  of  John  Chichester  of  Arlington,  upon  which  Dr. 
Oliver  makes  the  following  very  just  remarks :  "  Smgular  to  say, 
though  Poperjr  and  treason  vrere  considered  nearly  synonymous  in 
the  eye  of  the  law,  yet  licence  to  commit  Popery,  and  its  pro- 
spective pardon,  might  be  ]iad  for  money  from  the  lieads  of  tlie 
Anghcan  Church  and  defondcrs  of  the  faith."     In  foho  3G  of  the 
patent  book  of  Dr.  Hall,  Bishop  of  Exeter,  was  copied  his  Majesty's 
allowance,   under  the  great  seal  of  England,  bearing  date  Marcli 
14th,  1638  (exhibited  ten  years  later  to  tlie   said  bishop),  to  John 
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CliicliGster  of  Arlington,  and  his  wife  Anno,  to  remain  in  recusancy 
and  with  exemption  from  all  citations,  pains,  and  penalties  during 
the  yearhj  imymcnt  of  a  sjiccified  sum  of  money  to  the  Croicn.  A 
similar  one  is  recorded  in  flivour  of  Francis  Kirkham,  of  Pinhoe, 
and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  dated  April  21st,  1639.  "Durante,  sohitione 

AVlien  the  civil  war  broke  out,  John  Cliichester,  followiuQ*  the 
whole  body  of  English  Eoraau  Catholics,  espoused  the  cause  of 
Charles  L,  and  appears  to  have  got  himself  into  trouble  by 
collecting  arms  for  the  Royalists.  A  letter  is  extant  from  a 
Puritan  of  the  west  country,  dated  October  21st,  1642,  in  which  it 
is  stated  that  "  there  liath  been  more  substantial  armour  found  in 
Mr.  Cliichester' s  house  at  Arlington,  and  Master  Courtenay  his 
house  at  Molland  (both  recusants),  than  in  our  whole  county, 
gentry  excepted.  At  the  searching  of  these  gentlemen's  houses 
there  were  several  wounded. "f  This  letter  is  stiU  preserved  in 
the  State  Paper  Office.  John  Chichester  married  Anne,  daughter 
of  Francis  Howe,  of  East  Tilbury,  in  Essex.  The  marriage  settle- 
ments are  dated  June  2ord,  1631.     Their  children  were —

Jolm  Cliicliester  ^as  buried  at  Arlington  on  j\Iay  13th,  1614  * 
C'witliout  a  priest,'*  says  the  rector  in  the  parish  register).  His 
tomb  was  under  the  church,  where  he  was  buried  with  his 
ancestors.  There  was  a  stone  shib  in  the  floor  of  the  church  to 
his  raemory,  but  it  Avas  removed  when  the  ohl  church  vras  pulled 
doT\Ti  in  1843,  and  is  now  leaning  against  the  wall  in  the  vestry. 
It  has  the  follovfing  inscription  : —

JOHN  CJIICEESTER,    son  of  John   Chichester  and  Anne 
Howe,  was  born  in  1G33;  and  succeeded  his  father  in  ICl-l,  wdien

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eleven  years  old.  It  was  during  the  troublous  period  of  the  great 
rebeliioUj  but  his  j^outli  prevented  him  from  taking  any  active  part 
in  the  civil  war,  in  which  the  neighbourhood  of  Arlington,  as  well 
as  every  otlier  part  of  England,  was  involved.  It  will,  neverthe- 
less, be  convenient  to  sketch  the  course  of  events  so  far  as  they 
related  to  jSTorth  Devon.  On  the  breakino;  out  of  the  war,  the 
towns  of  Barnstaple  and  Bideford  declared  for  tiie  Parliament, 
whilst  most  of  the  gentry,  headed  by  Sir  Be\*il  Grenville,  supported 
the  Royal  cause.  In  May,  1648,  the  Eoyalists,  under  Sir  Bevil 
Grenville,  Sir  Ealph  Hopton,  Colonel  Basset,  and  Colonel  Bigby, 
advanced  from  Launceston,  and  defeated  the  Parliamentary  forces 
at  Stratton,  forcing  them  to  retire  iuto  Exeter.  Then  followed  the 
battles  of  Lansdowno  and  Eoundwaydowm :  after  which.  Prince 
Maurice  laid  siege  to  Exeter,  and  the  Pioyalists  got  the  upper  hand 
in  the  west  country.  \  } 

Colonel  John  Digby  was  detached  with  about  900  men  to 
reduce  Barnstaple  and  Bideford.  He  routed  the  citizens  near 
Torrington,  and  followed  up  tlie  poor  fugitives  till  the  swords  of 
liis  troopers  were  blunted  witli  slaughter.  TeiTor  seized  on  the 
filing  people,  200  were  killed,  and  the  rest  were  scattered  over  the 
country.  Bideford,  Barnstaple,  and  the  fort  at  Appledore,  surren- 
dered to  the  Itoyalists.* 

Ilfracombe,  too,  which  up  to  that  time  had  been  garrisoned  for

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llie  Parliament,  was  captured  bj  Sir  Francis  Doddington,  in  IGi^, 
and  held  for  tlie  King  until  the  end  of  tlie  war.  At  this  stao-e  of 
the  war,  there  v»-as  much  desultory  fighting  round  Arlington.  The 
marks  of  bullets  may  still  be  seen  in  the  wall  of  the  neighbourino- 
church  at  East  Down;  and  Mattock's  Dov»ti,  a  few  miles  to  the 
north  west,  is  so  called  from  a  skirmish  led  by  an  officer  of  that 
name.* 

In  1645,  after  the  battle  of  Xaseby,  the  Prince  of  ^iVales  came 
to  Barnstaple,  where  great  complaints  were  made  against  the 
licence  of  Lord  Goring's  troops,  and  the  tyranny  of  Su'  Pilchard 
Grenville,  Sir  Bevil's  brother.  It  was  represented  that  Sir  Piicliard 
threw  people  into  prison  for  fishiiig  in  his  liver,  and  for  refusino-  to 
grind  at  his  mill.  In  July,  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax  defeated  Lord 
Goring,  at  Langporfc  near  Bridgewater,  and  his  retreat  was  harassed 
hj\\\Qclulriiicn  or  countiy  people,  who  hated  the  Eoyalists  for  their 
licentious  plundering.  The  Prince  fled  to  Launceston,  and  Lord 
Goring  retired  into  Barnstaple,  where  he  gave  himself  up  to  the 
vilest  drunkenness,  while  his  soldiers  committed  intolerable  insolence 
and  disorders. t 

It  was  diflicult  to  find  any  one  to  take  command  of  this  ''  dis- 
solute, undisciplined,  wicked,  beaten  army,^'  as  Clarendon  calls  it, 
but  at  length  Lord  Ilopton  undertook  it.  The  cavalry  was  onlj^ 
terrible  in  plunder,  and  resolute  in  rujining  away,  and  Sir  Ilichard

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Grcnville  refused  to  commaud  the  infantry,  for  wliicli  lie  was  con- 
fined  to  Laimceston  gaol  by  tlie  Prince  of  Wales.  In  February 
lG4Gj  Lord  Ilopton  advanced  from  Launceston  to  Torrington, 
wliere  lie  was  utterly  routed  b}^  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax,  at  the 
head  of  ten  thousand  disciplined  troops,  and  driven  into  the 
remotest  corner  of  Cornwall.  The  Eoyalists  tlien  laid  down  their 
arms.  Lord  Hopton  and  the  Prince  of  Wales  escaping  across  the 
seas.  ,   . .  ■    ■ 

Durincr  the  troubles  Jolm  Chichester  was  livino-  at  Arlino-tou, 
as  a  minor,  with  lu's  mollier  and  grandmother,  Ann  and  Susan 
Chichestei*.  He  thus  escaped  the  persecution  which  lie  would 
otherwise  liave  suffered  as  an  obstinate  Papist.  It  would  seem, 
howcvei'j   that  his  oTandmother  did  render  herself  obnoxious  bv

assisting  the  Royalists,  for  she  was  denounced  by  the  Parliamentary 
Commissioners,  and  appears  in  the  list  of  Popish  recusants  whose 
property  Avas  confiscated.  In  1G60,  Jolm  Chichester  married  Mary, 
eldest  daughter  of  Sir  William  Kirkham,  of  Pinhoe,  and  Blackdon, 
county  Devon.  The  Kirkhanis  of  Pinhoe,  like  the  Chichesters  of 
xVi'lington,  were  staunch  Roman  Cathohcs.  This  lady  died  some 
time  before  1G70,  havino:  had  issue  —

."Mcnmvhile  tlio  Restoration  took  place,  and,  with  peace,  came 
great  prosperity  to  Xorth  Devon.     Bideford,  under  the  fosteiiuo- 
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care  of  tlie  Grem-illes  of  Stow,  liecaine  a  thriving  port.  Its  most 
prosperous  time  was  between  16S0  and  1700,  when  it  sent  out 
more  ships  in  the  NewfoundLand  trade  than  any  other  port  but 
London,  and  Topsham.*  Barnstaple  shared  in  this  commercial 
activitj'  in  a  lesser  degree,  but  while  the  tonnage  of  Bideford  ships 
was  3SG0  (twenty-eight  ships),  that  of  Barnstaple  was  only  690 
(sLx  ships),  in  the  ISTewfoundhand  trade,  in  169S.

GILE^  CniCnESTEB  was  born  on  January  12th,  1677,  and 
succeeded  his  father,  John,  in  1 700.  He  married,  in  the  chapel  at 
Arlington,  on  October  9th,  1699,  Catharine,  daughter  of  James 
Palmer  (by  Catharine,  daughter  of  Sir  George  Southcote),  and 
granddaughter  of  Sir  James  Palmer,  Bart.,  of  Wingham,  and  his 
wife  Catharine,  dauglitcr  of  Lord  Poa^js  and  Lady  Eleanor  Percy. 
She  was  niece  and  heiress  of  Pioger  Palmer,  Earl  of  Castlemaine. 
This  lady  brought  her  Imsband  estates  in  Cardiganshire  and 
MontgOTnerysliire,  inhei'itcd  from  a  Clements  heiress,  besides  the 
patronage  of  five  perpetual  curacies  near  Aberystvdth.

Palmer,  was  born  on  June  10th,  1707,  and  succeeded  his  fother  in 
1724.  Hg  married,  first,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Courtenay, 
of  West  Molland,  and  eventually  coheu-,  v.'ith  her  sister,  to  her 
brother,  John  Courtenay  of  Molland.  By  this  marriage  Mr. 
Chichester  acquired  estates  in  Trentishoe ;  but  as  there  were  no 
children  by  the  marriage,  the  whole  of  the  property  of  the 
Courtenays  of  Molland,  consisting  of  estates  in  Trentishoe,  Mol- 
land, and  other  parishes,  went  to  Anna  ]\raria  Throckmorton,  and 
it  still  remains  in  that  family.     Mrs.  Chichester  died  at  Bath. 

John  Chichester  married,  secondly,  on  Octol^er  12th,  1764, 
Mary,  daughter  of  ]\Iajor  Donald  ]\[acDonalu,  of  Terndricch  (cousin 
of  the  chief  of  the  Clan  Kippoch),  vrho  joined  tJio  young  ri-ctendcr 
in  1745,  was  taken  prisoner  aftei'  the  battle  of  Falkirk,  and  hung 
at  Carlisle.

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Bath,  ^Yhere  slie  died  on  December  5tli,  1815,  aged  seventy- seven, 
and  was  buried  in  tbe  old  Roman  Catholic  Chapel. 

Her   daughters,    Lady  Clifford   Constable   and   Mrs.  Blount,

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JOEy  PALMER  CmCHESTEB,  eldest  son  of  Jolm  Chi- 
chester and  Mary  !!\IacDonald,  ytrs  born  on  May  12th,  1769,  and 
succooded  his  flithcr  hi  1783.  Soon  after  he  came  of  ac-'e,  he 
pnlkd  down  the  old  liouse  at  Arlington,  in  order  to  l)nild  a  new 
mansion,   which,   althouf^h  a  laro-o  and  handsome  structure,   was 
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built  SO  carelessly,  that  it  only  lasted  about  thirty  years,  from  1790 
to  1820,  vrhen  it  was  pulled  down,  and  the  present  house  com- 
menced, which  was  finished  but  not  furnished  just  before  Colonel 
Chichester's  death  m  1823.  John  Palmer  Chichester  entered  the 
Guards  at  an  carlv  ao-c,  and  afterwards  commanded  the  Cardio-an- 
shire  Militia,  on  one  occasion  accompanying  the  regiment  to 
Ireland.  He  printed  a  small  volume  of  "Rules  and  Regulations," 
Tvith  a  sliort  preflice.  Colonel  Chichester  kept  a  pack  of  stag- 
hounds,  and  had  deer  in  the  park.  On  the  retirement  of  his 
father's  chaplain,  Robert  Plowden,  a  Jesuit  named  Joseph  Barrow 
held  the  office  until  1786,  Avhen  ho  also  rctii'ed.  A  Scotchman,  the 
Rev.  Henry  Innes,  then  received  the  appointment,  at  the  recom- 
mendation of  Colonel  Chichester's  mother.  Colonel  Chichester 
married,  first,  Mary  Ann,  daughter  of  George  Cary  of  Torr  Abbey, 
by  his  first  vrife.  Cicely  Fagniani.  They  were  married  in  Torr 
Abbey  Chapel,  on  June  8th,  1790,  by  the  Roman  Catholic  chaplain, 
the  Rev.  John  Halford.  By  this  ladj-^,  Colonel  Chichester  had  an 
only  daughter — • 

Mary  Ann  Sophia,  born  at  Arlington  on  October  22nd, 
1791,  and  baptized  by  the  Rev.  H.  Innes.  She  married 
•on  July  15th,  1809,  Thomas  Fitzherbcrt,  of  Xorbury 
and  Swinnerton,  in  the  county  of  Dcrbj^j  who  died  in 
1857.  After  having  been  for  many  years  separated 
from  her  husband  she  died  at  Paris  on  August  11th, 
184S,  leaving  an  only  child  — 
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Charles  FitzLerbert,  bom  June  21st,  1841.     He  was  married 
privately  in  Ireland,  and  died,  leaving  an  only  daughter — 
Thomasine. 

Mrs.  Chichester  died  nine  days  after  the  birth  of  her  child,  on 
October  31st,  1799.  She  was  b\med  at  Arlington,  and  her 
husband  erected  a  handsome  marble  monument  to  her  memory  on 
the  west  wall  of  the  Chichester  pew,  with  the  following  inscription —

John  Palmer  Chichester  married,  secondly,  on  Jiilj  3]'d,  1703, 
at  Queen  Square  Chapel,  ]3ath,  Agnes,  daughter  of  James  Hamilton, 
of  Baugour,  ])j  M;irgavet,  sister  of  Bruce  of  Kinnaird,  the  famous 
traveller.  She  was  a  Protestant,  so  ho  chano-ed  liis  religion,  and 
became  one  also.  Dr.  Oliver  says,  *'The  Chichestcrs  of  Arlino-toJi 
persevered  in  tixc  religion  of  their  forefathers,  until  the  representative 
of  this  anciL'ut  family,  Johii  Pahner  Chichester,  read  his  recantation 
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in  Exeter  Cathedral,  in  1793.  Until  this  unhappy  defection,  a  priest 
had  been  maintained  as  chaplain  in  the  family.  But  after  this 
event,  the  oldest  chaplaincy  in  Devonshire  "was  closed  up,  and  the 
last  incumbent,  the  Rev.  Henry  Innes,  vras  turned  adrift,  to  the 
grief  of  Mrs.  Chichester.  Mr.  Innes  was  the  spiritual  guide  of  her 
other  son  Charles,  so  it  was  agreed  that  he  should  go  to  Calver- 
leigh,  where  he  remained  seven  years."  He  returned  to  Scotland 
in  1801,  and  died  at  Ballogie,  in  1833,  aged  eighty-six.* 

His  second  wife  Agnes  died  on  December  6tli,  1814,  leaving 
four  sons  and  two  daughters. 

Colonel  Chichester  mamed,  thirdly,  by  special  licence,  in 
Queen  Anne  Street,  London,  on  February  21,  1822,  Sophia 
Catharine,  daughter  of  Sir  Francis  Ford,  Bart.,  of  Ember  Court, 
in  Surrey. 

He  died  at  T^^eymouth,  on  November  5th,  1823,  and  was 
buried  at  Arlington.     His  widow  died  on  April  29th,  18-17. 

The  children  of  John  Palmer  Chichester,  and  his  second  wife 
Agnes  Hamilton,  were —

He  was  educated  at 
a  school  at  Ealing,  and  afterwards  at  Magdalen  College, 
Cambridge,  where  he  took  his  degree.  He  entered 
Holy  0]-ders,  and  became  liector  of  Arlington,  in  1821, 
and  of  the  adjoining  parish  of  Loxhore  in  the  following 
year.  Tlie  Eev.  John  Liinbear  Hardiug  had  held  these 
livings  for  him  since  ISOS  and  181 1,  respectively.  Mr. 
Chichester  pulled  down  the  old  parsonage,  which  was 
nearei-  the  church,  and  built  tlie  present  rectory.  He 
mari-ied,  first,  on  March  20th,  1829,  Mary  EHzabeth, 
daughter  of  Richard  Bateman,  Esq.,  of  Hartington  Hall, 
iu  Derbyshire,     She  died  in  childbirth,  at  Arlington,  on  ' 
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April  9tli,  1830  (Good  Friday),  and  was  buried  in  All 
Saints'  Churcli,  Darbj^,  leaving  an  only  cliild— 

Frederick  Hamiltou,  born  March  14th,  1830.  He  was  odacated 
at  Dr.  Buruey's  at  Gosport,  and  at  other  schools.  In  1848 
ho  entered  the  Austrian  service,  in  the  Gth  (Walmodeu) 
Cuirassier  Eegiment,  and  was  usually  quartered  in  Hungaiy. 
He  v.-a3  an  excellent  linguist,  speaking  German,  Trench, 
Hungarian,  Moravian,  and  Welsh.  He  behaved  with  great 
gallantry  at  the  head  of  his  troop  when  there  was  an  in- 
surrection at  Raab,  and  he  received  an  order  and  a  pension. 
Captain  Chichevter  retired  from  ill  health  in  1SC2,  and 
died  at  Arlington,  on  March  26th,  l&Gl  (Good  Friday), 
where  lie  was  bui-ied. 

Mr.  Chicliester  maiTied,  secondly,  at  Dawlish,  on  May 
1st,  1832,  Louisa,  daughter  of  Robert  A7allis  Blencowe, 
Esq.  SIiG  died  on  February  IStli,  1833,  leavino-  an 
oiAj  child — 

Louis,  bom  in  February,  1833.  He  entered  the  Kavy  on  board  the 
"  Victory,"  in  1848.    In  1850  he  went  out  to  the  Pacific  in 
the  "  Thetis  "  (Captain  Kuper),  and  came  home  in  18i4. 
In  1854  he  agam  went  out  to  the  Pacific  in  the  "  Amphi- 
trite"   (Captain   Frederick),   and   was    afterwards   in    the 
"Pique"  (Captain  Sir  F.  Nicholson).     He  was  present  at 
the  attack  on  Petropaulowski,  where  he  was  wounded,  and 
he  afterwards  served  in  the  Gulf  of  Tartary.     Dm-ing  the 
rest  of  t)ie   commission  the  "  Pique "  was   on   the   China 
station.     On  April  7th,  1855,  he  passed  for  a  Lieutenant  in 
seamanship.     He  died  at  the  Cape  on  the  passage  home,  in 
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December,  1858.  A  white  marble  tablet  lias  been  put  up 
to  Lis  memory,  by  his  father,  over  the  vestry  door  in 
Arlington  Church.  His  sister,  !Mrs.  Markham,  has  placed 
a  stone  monument  over  his  grave  at  the  Cape. 

Mr.  Chichester  marriedj  thirdly,  on  July  Sth,  183 G, 
at  Flintham,  the  seat  of  her  cousin  Thomas  Hildyard, 
Esq.,  Maiy  Anne  Gertrude,  daughter  of  Robert  AYhyte, 
Esq.,  of  Hotham,  in  Yorkshire,  who  by  licence  took 
the  surname  and  arms  of  Moyser  only.  Mrs.  Chichester 
died  suddenly  on  October  26th,  1858,  and  was  buried  in 
Ivensal  Green  Cemetery.  Her  husband  erected  a  marble 
monument  to  her  memory  in  Arlington  Church.  She 
■  left  two  dauo'hters —

JOHN  PALMER  BRUCE  CmCIIESTER,  eldest  son  of 
Jolm  Palmer  Chichester  and  Agnes  Hamilton,  was  born  in  1794, 
and  succeeded  his  father  in  1823.  He  entered  the  nav}"  in  Alarcli, 
1810,  on  board  the  "  Implacable  "  (Sir  George  Cochburn),  under 
v;hom  he  continned  to  serve  on  board  the  ''"Alfred,"  "  Grarajju.s," 
"Marlborough,"  and  '^  Sceptre,"  at  the  defence   of  Cadiz,  and  on 
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tlie  American  station,  until  August  1813.  He  then  joined  the 
"  Laceda3monian "  (Captain  Jackson),  and  was  employed  in  very 
severe  service  off  Charleston,  and  in  blockading  the  Yankee  ports 
and  rivers,  until  the  end  of  the  American  War.  On  October  5th, 
1814,  he  served  ^vith  the  boats  of  the  "  Lacedaemonian,"  and  was 
wounded  at  the  capture  of  a  gun- vessel  and  four  Yankee  merchant- 
men. After  serving:  for  a  few  months  in  the  "  Eoval  Charlotte  '* 
yacht  (Captain  Scott),  at  Weymouth,  and  in  the  "  Iris " 
receiving- ship  in  the  Thames,  bearing  the  flag  of  Sir  Home 
Popham,  he  was  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  on  March 
11th,  1816.  From  October  1816  to  Juno  1820,  he  served  on 
board  the  "Helicon"  (Captain  Branch),  and  the  "  Harlequin " 
(Captain  Parker),  on  the  Irish  station.  Ho  never  served  after 
June,  1820. 

In  1831,  he  was  elected  Member  for  Barnstaple,  and  came  in 
at  the  head  of  the  poll  at  the  contested  elections  of  1832,  1835, 
and  1837.  In  1841,  lie  was  defeated  by  Mr.  Montague  Gore.  In 
June,  1840,  he  was  created  a  Baronet,  Pie  married  on  August 
9th,  1838,  at  Southwick,  Carohne,  daughter  of  Thomas  Thistle-

GHABLES  JOSEPH  CHTCHESTER,  second  son  of  John 
ChicliGster,  of  Arlington,  anclMtiTy  jVlacdonalcl,  was  born  September 
2nd,  1770.  He  was  educated  at  Liege;  and  was  a  Captain  in 
the  Nortli  Devon  Militia.  On  Deceral^or  29th.  1791,  he  married  by 
Jicencc,  in  Calverk-igh  Church,  "Alary  llonoria,  danghtor  of  Robert 
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Ffrencbj  of  Ealiasane,  couiily  Galway,  by  a  sister  of  David  and 
Joseph  Nagle,  wliose  mother  was  a  Mathew,  of  the  Thomastowu 
family.  Mr.  Joseph  Nagle  served  in  the  Irish  Brigade  at  the 
battle  of  Fontenoy.  He  retired  ft'om  the  service,  and  married 
Miss  Harold,  of  Dublin.  He  bought  the  Manor  of  Calverleigh 
froin  the  Duke  of  i\[arlborough,  certain  lands  in  Templet  on,  the 
rectorial  tithes,  and  the  presentations  of  the  A^icarage  of  Bampton, 
all  in  Devonshire.  He  succeeded  his  elder  brother,  David  Kagie, 
of  BallygTiffin,  county  Cork,  who,  on  the  death  of  his  two  only 
children,  left  Ireland,  and  resided  at  Bath.  Joseph  JSTagle  died 
S.P.,  and  left  his  property  to  Charles  Joseph  Chichester  and  his 
wife,  and  his  Irish  estates  to  Robert  Ffrench,  of  Eahasane,  his 
nephew,  who  married  the  Hon.  Letitia  Bingham,  daughter  of  Lord 
Clanmorris.  Kobert  Ffrench  died  in  1831,  S.P.,  and  his  Cork 
estates,  inherited  from  Joseph  Xagle,  descended  to  Charles  Joseph 
Chichester  and  his  wife.  Mrs.  Chichester  died  September  2Gth, 
1831,  and  her  husband  died  January  17th,  1837.  They  were 
both  Ijuried  in  the  vault  in  Calverleigh  Church.  Mr.  Nagle  had 
another  sister,  unmamed,  Aliss  Nannon  Nagle,  Avho  founded  a 
Convent  at  Cork.  Calverleigh  is  two  and  a  half  miles  from 
Tiverton.  Mr.  Nagle  resided  at  Bath  until  ho  fitted  up  Calver- 
leigh for  his  abode,  in  179G.  He  then  established  a  Roman 
Catholic  Chaplaincy  there,  and  appointed  the  Rev.  Phihp  Compton 
as  ch:iplaiii,  who  only  lived  six  years.  His  successors  until  the 
death  of  ^Ir.  Na'dc  were —

Panl  Auguslin  Foui'nier,  of  Vitre,  died  1S19,  aged  sixty- 
seven. 
Mr.  Xagle  died  at  Calverleigb,  on  January  29tb,  1813,  aged  89,  and 
left  his  property  to  Charles  Joseph  Chichester  and  his  A\-ife,  his 
elder  brother,  David,  having  died  on  June  4th,  1800,  aged  81. 
There  are  monuments  to  tbe  memory  of  David  and  Joseph  Nagle 
in  Calverleigh  Church.  Mr.  Xagle  had  a  servant  named  Quick, 
who  was  born  at  Tiverton,  in  1777.  He  belonged  to  the  Church 
of  England.  He  was  much  struck  by  the  edif3-ing  and  exemplary 
piety  of  Mrs.  Chichester's  maid,  Frances  AVestman.  It  made  a 
deep  impression  on  him,  and  he  even  wanted  to  pay  his  addresses 
to  her,  but  she  told  him  that,  however  much  she  might  esteem 
him,  she  could  never  consent  to  a  union  with  one  wlio  was  of  a 
different  creed.  "When  she  died,  Quick  put  up  a  monument  to 
her  memory  with  the  following  inscription : —

When  aged  tvrcnty-six,  Quick  became  a  Catliolic,  and  converted 
his  fatiier,  stepmother,  and  sister  (who  became  a  nun  at  Bruges). 
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Qmck  becaino  a  Secular,  and  -was  eventually  President,  of  Oscott 
College,  where  lie  died  in  1S18.

He 
was  knighted  at  St.  James's  Palace  on  April  Gth, 
1840;  and  was  Acting  Governor  in  Trinidad,  West

The  Chicliesters  of  Hall  are  descended  from  Jolm  Chicliester,  born 
about  14:26,  second  son  of  John  Chiclicstcr  of  Ealeigli,  and  Alicia 
bis  wife,  daughter  of  Henry  Wotlon.  Jolm  Chichester  married 
Ehzaboib,  daughter  and  co-beiress  of  Richard  Dymock,  son  of 
William  Dymock  and  Elizabeth  his  ^Yife,  wlio  v;as  daughter  and 
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heiress  of  Ealpli  de  Eouse.  (5th  Edward  III.)  Jolm  Cliicliester's 
fatlier  left  liim  divers  lands  in  Bisliop's  Tawton,  Barnstaple,  Comb 
Marten,  Merewood,  Printliio,  Sakiugton  alias 
Sallomptonj  and  other  places  in  the  county 
of  Devon.  He  was  seised  of  divers  lands  iii 
right  of  his  wife. 

Hall  *  is  in  tlic  parish  of  Bishop's  Taw- 
ton, four  miles  south  of  Barnstaple,  the 
principal  market  town  in  Xortli  Devon.  It 
stands  on  rismg  ground,  overlooking  the  river  Taw.  It  belonged 
to  Walter  Stapleton,  Bishop  of  Exeter,  who  granted  it  to  Simon 
a  lawyer   (lienceforth  of  Hall),   in  1314.     The  Bishop  erected  a 


*  Hall  was  granted  in  131-1-,  by  Bishop  AYalter  Stapleton,  to  William  Halle,  then 
settled  at  Great  risherton,  and  Bishop's  Tawton.  "William  Halle  left  a  sou  Thomas,  who 
left  a  son  William,  who  left  a  son  Simon,  whose  daughter  married  Richard  Chichester, 
son  of  John  Cliichestcr  and  Elizabeth  Dymock.

His  brother  Sir  Eichard  was  a  Puisne  Judge 
of  the  King's  Bench.  His  sister  Joan  mai'ried  Thomas  Kaynes  of  Winklcigh.  Walter 
was  Professor  of  Canon  Law  at  Oxford,  and  became  Bishop  of  Exeter  in  1"j07.  He  did 
much  towards  building  tlie  Cathedral  at  Exeter,  and  four.ded  tlie  Halls  at  Oxford,  after- 
wards consolidated  into  Exeter  College.  Edward  II.  made  him  Lord  Treasurer.  When 
Isabella  and  Mortimer  invaded  the  kingdom  in  132t),  Edward  hurried  off  to  Bi-istol, 
leaving  the  custody  of  London  to  the  Bishop.  He  was  riding  towards  his  inn  to  dinner, 
whcTi  he  was  attacked  by  a  mob,  taken  to  Clieapside,  stripped  and  beheaded,  on  October 
LjiIi,  \?,-1''>,  He  left  money  for  the  buildii^g  of  Pilton  Chancel  and  Barnstajjle 
Bridae. 
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house  there,  ^vliich  has  long  since  disappeared.  The  present  house 
was  rebuiU  in  lSi6— 49,  in  the  Ehzabethan  style  of  architecture. 
John  Chichester  left  a  son  Eichard.

Inquisition  j;06^-//20/'/e//i  at  Exeter,  4th  October,  2  EdAvard  lY., 
recites  a  fine  made  in  the  30  Henry  VIII. ,  between  John  Pepper 
plaintiff,  and  James  Chichester  defendant,  by  which  lauds  in 
Combe-Marten,  Ulcere  wood,  Puxworth,  and  Einggysayshe,  etc.,  etc., 
and  two  parts  of  the  Manor  of  Accolc,  are  settled  on  the  said 
James  Chichester  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  for  their  hves,  with 
remainder  to  the  right  heirs  of  the  said  James.  The  jury  say  that 
the  said  James  Cliichester  died  on  Sunday  next  alter  the  Feast  of 
St.  Jaines  the  Apostle,  2  Edward  YL,  and  that  Eobert  Ciiichester, 
aged  tliirty-thrce  years,  is  his  son  and  heir.

Kobert  Chichester's  will  Ijcars  date  lotli  March,  1503.  He 
desires  to  be  buried  in  the  chnrch  at  Bisho})'s  Tawton;  for  repa- 
racion  {sic)  of  the  roof  of  the  said  chmx'h  he  bequeaths  40>;.  He 
orders  £5  to  be  distributed  among  the  most  poor  and  need}^ 
within  the  parish  on  the  da^^  of  liis  burial,  besides  a  good  supply 
of  meat  and  drink,  and  other  almsdeeds  ;  also  £3  to  be  distributed 
amongst  the  poor  of  Swinbridge,  "  imedyatly  after  my  decesse," 
and  other  £3  to  the  parish  of  Landkey.  He  further  wills  that 
bread  of  three  busliels  of  wdieat  bo  given  ''  every  quarter  of  the 
year  next  after  my  decesse,"  to  the  most  needy  inhabitants  of 
Bishop's  Tawton,  and  Qd.  in  money  to  every  poor  householder 
within  the  parish.'*  To  John  his  son  and  heir,  ho  gives  his  p)er- 
sonals  and  chattels,  ^'at  my  mansion  house  of  Iiall,  and  on  the 
lands  thereof."  lie  also  mentions  Aldercombe,  Abberly,  and 
Ford,  in  Kilkhampton  parish,  "  wluch  I  inherited  from  my  late 
■moiher."  He  speid-is  of  ''  the  capital  house  of  the  inanor  at  Hall, 
latelv   i)y  me  re-edified."     To  each  of  his  daughters  he  gives  the 
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sum  of  £100,  bv  way  of  legacy,  in  addition  to  their  portions,  and 
he  appoints  his  soji  John  his  sole  executor,  and  Philip  Chichester 
and  Anthony  Coppleston  oyerseers  of  his  "\yill.

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APPENDIX. 
I. 

YOULSTOX. 

Yonlstou  is  in  Sherwell  parish,  on  liigli  ground,  on  tlie  west  side  of  tlie  steep 
and  beautiful  ravine  of  the  river  Teo.  Sherwell  is  called  in  '"  Domesday  Book " 
"  Aiscirawella;"  being  remarkable  for  the  clear  springs  that  bubble  up  to  the  surface 
of  the  ground.  Sherwell  is  a  corruption  of  "  clear  well."  Josceline  de  Beaumont,  Vis- 
count ]Maine,  having  mai'ried  Constance,  a  natural  daughter  of  King  Henry  T.,  settled 
at  Youlston.  His  descendants  flourished  from  the  reign  of  Henry  I.  to  that  of  Henry 
YII.  His  son  Eichard,  Viscount  Maine,  was  in  great  favour  with  Henry  II.,  and  his 
daughter  Ermegard  was  married  to  "William  the  Lion  of  Scotland.  Sir  AV  Beaumont, 
of  Youlston,  lineally  descended  from  Eichard,  Viscount  Maine,  married,  in  1403,  Isabella, 
heiress  of  Sir  John  Willington,  of  Umbcrleigh,  and  had  Sir  Thomas,  who  had  the 
following  children  :  — 

1.  William,  married  a  young  lady  named  Joan.     He  deserted  her,  and  died  in 

Loudon  two  years  after  they  parted,  having  had  no  children.  j^Ieanwhile 
the  lady  formed  a  connection  with  a  man  named  Bodrugan,  by  v.-hoju  she  had 
a  son  John,  who  was  brought  up  secretly. 

2.  Philip,  Avho  succeeded  his  brother  at  Youlston,  and  died  unmarried. 

3.  Thomas,  succeeded  his  brother  I'hilip,  and  died  unmarried. 

4.  Sir  Hugh,  succeeded  his  brother  Tliomas.     He  built  a  house  at  Youlston.

Youl-ton    was  anciently  the  dwelling-place  of  Eoscoline  de  Beaumont,  '\'iscount 
Maine,  who  married  Constance,  natural  daughter  of  Henry  L,  by   which  niairiaL'e   he 
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became  possessed  of  tlie  principal  manor  of  South  Tawton.     His  son  Eichard  gave  this 

manor  of  South  Tawtcn  to  the  Lord  Toni,  Barou  of  Flamstead,  in  Herts,  Avith  his  daughter 

Constance.      His    other    d;iughter,    Krinegard,   married  Wiiliara    the   Lion,   King   of 

Scotland. 

This  family  of  Beaumont,  or  Bellemout,  flourished  at  Toulston  from  Henry  I.  to 

Henry  YIL,  nearly  foiu-  hundred  years.     They  -svere  Lords  of  the  Manor  of  Sherwell, 

and  possessed  a  vast  estate  by  marrying  into  the  families  of  Punchardon,  Crawthom, 

Stockey,  Potesford,  AVillington,  Champernowue,  and  others. 

The  family  of  Beaumont,  about  the  time  of  Henry  YII.,  issued  into  female  heirs,  in 

whom  this  ancient  name  expired. 

After  the  death  of  Hugh  Beaumont,  the  last  heir  male,  there  arose  three  powerful 

competitors  for  the  estate— Basset,  who  bad  married  Joan,  daughter  of  Sir  Thomas 
Beaumont,  the  father;  Chichester,  A^-ho  had  taken  to  wife  :irargaret-,  the  heiress  of  Hugh 

Beaumont,  a  younger  son  by  a  second  wife;  and  John  Bodrugan. 

"William,  the  eldest  son  of  Sir  Thomas  Beaumont,  maiTied  a  young  lady  of  an 
honourable  house  in  this  county,  but  iu  a  short  time  deserted  her,  and  died  in  London 
about  two  years  after  they  had  parted.  Meanwhile  she  formed  a  connection,  and  a  son 
was  born,  who  was  bred  up  in  secresy.  On  the  decease  of  her  liusbaud  William,  his 
brother  Philip  Beanmont  succeeded  as  next  heir.  He  died  ciiildless,  and  left  the 
property  to  his  next  brother,  Thomas.  Tliomas  Beaumont  also  died  childless,  and  the 
esLute  came  to  the  youngest  brother,  Hugh,  whose  daughter  Margaret  married  Chichester. 
On  the  death  of  Hugh,  John,  the  son  of  Joan,  the  wife  of  William  Beaumont 
took  possession  of  the  estates  as  heir  to  his  father  William,  as  it  was  proved  that  he 
was  bora  in  wedlock.  Many  lawsuits  v.ere  commenced  against  him,  and  the  subject 
was  brought  before  Parliament  in  the  time  of  Henry  VII.,  when  it  was  resolved  that  one 
born  in  wedlock  could  not  be  a  bastard ;  but  it  was  deemed  so  clear  a  case,  that  the 
pretended  heir  was  named  by  proclamauou  John,  the  son  of  Joan  Bodrugan  (Bodrugan 
being  lier  second  husband),  and  so  deemed  a  bastard. 

A  compromise  at  last  took  place  between  all  parties.  To  John  Bodrugan  was 
allotted  £'li'0  per  annum  rents  at  Gitti^ham,  near  Ilouiron,  where  he  resided.  He 
resumed  the  name  of  Beaumont,  which  continued  in  his  family  for  three  generations. 
H canton  and  some  other  estates  fell  to  Basset;  Sherwell  and  Youlston  to  Chichester.— 
[Iso  autlLcrl!'j  'jiven  for  thts  Ij  PoJicliele.)

Thomas  do  Bella  Monte  held  four  kuights'  fees  of  Kobert  Fitzroy,  Lord  of 
Okehampton.

Joan,  after  th-e  death  of  ^^'ilIiar!l  Beaumont,  married  secoudly  Henry  Bodrugan ; 
but  she  had  a  son  by  hiiu  named  John,  before  the  death  of  her  first  husband.  This 
John  Bodrugan,  after  the  death  of  Thomas  Beaumont,  claimed  the  estates  as  son  and 
heir  of  "William.  John  Basset  also  claimed  by  right  of  the  will  of  his  wife's  brother, 
Philip  Beaumont.  Lord  Daubeny  took  part  with  Basset,  and  brought  information 
before  Parliament  respecting  the  birth  of  this  John  Bodrugan.  But  the  Parliament 
would  not  consent  that  one  born  in  wedlock  could  be  a  bastard.  At  last,  there  was  an 
jigrcemcnt  between  all  the  parties,  and  John  Bodrugan  was  allotted  the  manor  of 
Giddesham  near  Honiton. 

This  transaction  is  written  at  largo  in  a  fair  book  remaining  in  the  hands  of  Sir 
Bobert  Basset. 

John  Bodrugan  married  Isabel,  daughter  of  Thomas  Kavroodlegh,  and  had  a  son 
Heni-y  who  took  the  name  of  Beaumont.  This  Henr}-  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Kobert  Stowell,  of  Cotholston,  and  had  a  son  Humphrey  Beaumont,  who  married  Joan, 
aaughtcr  of  Lc^rd  Do  la  Warr,  and  had  two  r^ons  who  died  childle.-s,  and  a  daughter 
who  miirried  one  Muttlebiry  in  Somersetshire.

DAUBENY. 

Robert  de  Todenei  built  Belvoir  Cattle,  and  received  manors  in  many  counties 
from  "William  tlio  Conqueror.  By  his  wife  Adela  lie  had  four  sons — William,  Bci'iuger, 
GeftVey,  and  Eobert ;  and  one  daughter,  Agnes,  married  to  a  great  man  in  Lincolnshire. 
Robert  de  Todenei  died  in  1088,  and  was  buried  at  Belvoir. 

"William  de  Albini  BrJto  was  the  eldest  son  and  heir  of  this  Robert  de  Todenei. 
He  behaved  with  great  valour  at  the  battle  of  Tenchebraye,  in  Xormandj-,  on  the  side 
of  Ilenry  I.     He  married  Maud  de  St.  Liz,  and  had  "William  and  Ralph. 

Ralph  de  Albini  died  at  Acre,  in  the  Holy  I^aud,  in  1190,  leaving  a  sou 
Philip,  who  was  one  of  the  Barons  at  Ruiniimcde.  His  brother  Ralph  had 
two  sons,  Philip  and  Elias. 

Elias  Daubeny  was  summoned  to  Parliament  -2:'.,  21,  'lo,  '28,  ?>0,  32,  and  33 
Edward  L     He  had  a  son  Ralph. 

Ralph  Daubeny,  c.r.  K.  B.  20  Ed.  11.  Summoned  to  Parliament  16  Ed.  III. 
He  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  Thomas  de  Thwenge,  and  had  a  daughter 
Elizabeth  married  to  Sir  William  Botreux.  By  his  second  wife  Alice,  daughter 
of  Lord  Montacute,  he  had  a  son,  Sii-  Giles  Daubeny,  who  married  Eleanor 
daughter  of  Henry  de  Willington,  and  had  a  son  and  heir,  also  named  Giles. 

Sir  Giles  Daubeny  (the  second)  made  his  v.ill  in  1441-,  and  ordered  Lis 
body  to  be  buried  at  South  Pethcrton.     He  left  a  son  William. 

William  Daubeny  had  a  sou  Giles,  who  plotted  the  invasion  of  Henry  of 

Richmond.     Henry  YII.  made  him  Constable  of  Bristol,  and  created  hiu)  a 

Baron.     He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Arundel  of  Lanhcrn,  and 

died  23  Hen.  YII.    He  left  a  son,  Henry,  who  %va3  created  Earl  of  Bridgewater, 

but  died  childless  ;  and  a  daughter,  Cecilia,  married  to  John  Boachier,  Earl  of 

Bath.

Belfast,  ^yas  the  son  of  a  clergyman  in  Somersetshire.  Alexander 
Spicer  was  born  in  1575.  lie  became  a  battler  of  Exeter  College, 
Oxford,  in  1590,  took  his  degree,  entered  Holy  Orders,  and  was 
for  some  time  a  Fellow  of  Exeter.  He  was  Sir  Arthur  Chichester's 
tutor  at  Oxfoi'd,  and  going  to  Ireland  Avhen  his  former  pupil  was 
Lord  Deputy,  he  was  well  beneficed  there,  and  was  in  great  esti- 
mation for  his  learning.  Besides  the  Elegy,  his  published  works 
were  ''Da^ad's  Petition,"  on  Psalm  xix.  (8vo.  London,  161 G),  and 
"The  Pope  at  Babylon,"  a  sermon  preached  on  Xovembcr  5th,  at 
Coleraine.  Pie  left  behind  the  character  of  an  able  scholar  and 
sohd  di^dne.*
